Macon, Ga., March 17.—(/)—With 
the declaration that he stands “now 
and always against the repeal of the 


eighteenth amendment and any weak- | 
ening of the enforcement act,” Unit- | 


ed States Senator Walter F’. George, 
Georgia’s presidential choice, today 
named the state’s delegation to the 
national democratic convention in 
June, 

“It is not my purpose to hold in 
the hollow of my hand this delega- 
tion or attempt to deliver them to 
any other candidate in the event my 
name should be withdrawn from con- 
sideration for the nomination,” the 
senator said. 

The delegation of 56 men and wom- 
en, with one-half vote each, will go 
to the convention under instructions 
from the state executive committee 
to place Senator George before the 
assembly as a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination, 

The meeting of the executive com- 
mittee was the most harmonious simi- 


lar gathering in the memory of the 
oldest participants. Not a discordant 
note was struck, and the procedure 
of the committee moved forward 
promptly, as had been predicted, un- 
der the placidity influenced by the 
presence of rgia’s “favorite son.” 

It- was into this atmosphere of or- 
ganized serenity that Senator George, 


™ fatigued from ap all-night task of 


going over the selection of delegates, 
hurled a reverberating indictment 
against the record of the republican 
party’s administration of national af- 
fairs, and set forth an ardent pledge 
of fealty to the prohibition law. 
Time and again the assembled com- 
mitteemen broke into his address with 
a thunderous ovation as he flayed the 
practices of the present and past re- 
publican administrations, 

Indicating the issues of the coming 
campaign, the senator flayed the re- 
publican party and its leaders, assert- 
ing that the democratic party must 
marshal its forces to combat “those 
who have undermined. confidence in 
national government.” 

The issue of “corruption in the 
G. OQ. P. party” is the great, out- 
standing one in the campaign, said 
Senator George, reciting that in 1924 
when democrats assailed the republic- 
ans for corruption the answer was 
that “any guilt was purely personal 
and had no application to their party 
organization.” 

G. 0. P. “Imiicted.” 

Recently, said the senator, “‘we have 
found the chairman of the republican 
national committee using stolen funds 
to finance campaigns responsible for 
the Harding and Coolidge adminuistra- 
tions.” . 

Asserting that “the guilt is no long- 
er personal,”’ Senator George declared 
that the republican party stood “in- 
dicted and convicted before the peo- 
ple of responsibility for the blackest 
page in the history of American polj- 
tics. 

Chairmanship Offered Howell. 

Senator George declared that he re- 
gretted exceedingly the fact that Clark 
Howell, publisher of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution and a democratic leader of 
the state, had informed him he could 
not accept a place on the delegation as 
stated in Mr. Howell’s letter to Sena- 
tor George. 

“T had intended to make him chair- 
man of this delegation,” the senator 
said, 

Mr. Howell's letter to Senator 
George, declining a place on the dele- 
gation, follows: 

“Hon. Walter F. George, United 
States Senate, Washington—Dear 
Walter: I received a few days 
ago your telegram, stating that 
Mr. Fred Wilson would call on 
me with a direct message from you. 
je came from Washington the day 
after I got the telegram and conveyed 
your message requesting that I permit 
the use of my name as a delegate 
from the state-at-large to the national 
democratic convention at Houston, also 
stating that you wished me to go as 
chairman of the delegation. 

“While I am keenly appreciative of 
the compliment conveyed by the re- 
quest, and this evidence of your con- 
fidence and good will, I am convinced 
that it would not be advisable for me 
to accept the honor you have tendered. 

“T have no ambition for office or po- 
litical preferment, and I sincerely de- 
sire, during the remaining years of 
my life, to serve as a: private soldier 
in the ranks of the democratic party. 


With Eight Bodies 


DELEGATES NAMED 
AFTER ALL-NICHT 
STUDY BY GEORGE 


Eight State-at-Large 
and 48 District Dele- 
gates, With Half Vote 
Each, Are Pledged. 


Macon, Ga., Mareh 17.—(4)—Geor- 
gia’s delegation to the democratic na- 
tional convention at Houston next 
June, pledged to cast the state’s twen- 
ty-eight votes for Senator Walter F. 
George, was named by the senator 
Saturday afternoon at a meeting of 
the state democratic executive commit- 
tee at the Hotel Dempsey. 

The state democratic primary will 
be held on Wednesday, September 12, 
and the entries for all state offices will 
close at noon on June 23, the state 
committee voted on recommendation of 
a sub-committee. 

After hearing the address of Sen- 
ator George, wlio assailed the reeord 
of the republican administration and 
indicated that he would base his fight 
for nomination as the democratic 
standard bearer on what he charac- 
terized as the “corruption in the G. 
O, P.,” the executive committee adopt- 
ed a report by a sub-committee fixing 
the rules and regulations governing 
the state primary. 

Senator George accepted the conven- 
tion’s invitation to name the delegates 
to the national convention, but asked 
that the executive committee meet with 
him and assist in making the selec- 
tions, 

Political leaders in attendance at 
the meeting declared that the “spirit 
of harmony” prevailing throughout the 
session was unusual for such a con- 
clave. Senator George’s attack on the 
republican party and his stand on the 
prohibition law apparently met with 
wide favor among the delegates as was 
evidenced by vigorous applause during 
his address. 

George Fatigued. 

As had been predicted, the presence 
of Senator George insured harmony 
in the meeting of the state executive 
committee. After the delegates had 
been named the senator retired from 
the meeting. He had been up the 
greater part.of the night revising the 
list of delegates and for that reason, 
he explained in the preface to his ad- 
dress, his remarks on national issnes 
and his candidacy were considerably 
shorter than he had hoped to make, 

Eight delegates-at-large and forty- 
eight district delegates, each with one- 
half vote, were named by Senator 
George and indorsed by the executive 
committee. 

No action was taken here today in 
regard to the unit rule governing the

S-4 Is Raised Exactly 

| Three Months After 
Crash Which Entombed 
40 Men on Sea Bottom. 


Provincetown, Mass., March 17.— 
(P)—Just 15 minutes short of three 
months from the time she was sunk 
in collision with the coast guard de- 
stroyer Paulding off this port, the 
submarine S-4 was brought to the 
surface today by a naval salvage crew. 
The submarine was sunk at 3:37 
o'clock on the afternoon of December 
17 and her conning tower broke water 
at 3:22 this afternoon. 

A dramatic demonstration on the 
deck of the salvage ship Falcon 
greeted the culmination of three 
months of gruelling effort in winter 
weather on the part of the salvagers. 
As the conning tower appeared above 
the surface, Diver Tom Eadie, who 
won the congressional medal for sav- 
ing a fellow diver the day after the 
S-4 went down, led the crew of the 
salvage ship in a burst of cheering. 

The men on board eight other ves- 
sels clustered about the scene joined 
in the shouting and officers on board 
the Falcon hurried to congratulate 
Captain Zrnest J. King and Oom- 
mander Harold S. Saunders, who were 
in charge of the operations. 

Although divers had braved winter 
frost and rough water for three 
months to get the hull ready for tais- 
ing, the final operated lasted about 
four hours. . *e

FOR GRAND JURY 


City Marshal Placed Un- 
der $2,500 Bond on 
Charge of Assault With 
Intent To Murder. 


Walter E. Harwell, city marshal, 
was held to the Fulton grand jury 
under a $2,500 bond on an assault 
with intent to murder charge by order 
of Judge Luther Z. Rosser Saturday 
morning following preliminary ar- 
raignment in municipal court. The 
bond was made immediately. 

Harwell is accused of having fired 
at Steve.Glass, his chief deputy, in 
an altercation at the city hall Wed- 
nesday morning. 

In his statement to the court, Har- 
well declared the shot was accidental 
and resulted when he and Glass grap- 
pled and the gun dropped to the floor. 

“I entered my office about 8:30 
o’clock,” Harwell said. “Glass was 
seated at his desk as I came in. I 
charged Glass with having circulated 


false reports about me. He rose and 
shouted, ‘you’re a liar’; then I slap- 
ped at him. 

“Pistol Fell to Floor.” 

“In the scuffle that followed my 
pistol fell from my left pocket to the 
floor. Both of us bent and grabbed 
for it, and the gun went off. 

“IT have been city marshal for eight 
years, and during that time there has 
been considerable friction between 
Glass and myself. 

“Charges that I was drinking at 
the time are absolutely false.”

FLORIDA TORNADG 
FATAL 10 ONE 


Dozen Are Hurt and Ten 
Houses Demolished in 
Sorrento; Storm Lasts 
30 Minutes. 


Sorrento, Fla., March 17.—(#)— 
One of a series of tornadoes that 
whipped across Florida today dipped 
into Torrento, killing one elderly wom- 
an, injuring two score residents and 
demolishing or damaging about fifty 
homes. 

Mrs. J. H. Blackwell, 67, was kill- 
ed when the wind exploded her dwell- 
ing, and Mrs. W. M. Truesdale was 
lying near death from injuries receiv: 
ed when the storm whorl shot across 
town. 

Lake Gem, a small community near 
Sorrento,. was first struck, then Sor- 
rento and Leesburg, although Lees- 
burg escaped with minor damage. 

As soon as the extent of damage 
here was determined ambulances and 
doctors were sent over from Mount 
Dora, and the work of locating and 
ministering to the injured continued 
throughout the day. The situation 
was not serious enough to warrant 
more drastic rescue efforts. 

The wind disturbance was said by 
the weather bureau to have been an 


off-shoot of a major disturbance now 
central off the gulf states. It swept 
in from the gulf, and the first eddy 
struck St. Petersburg on the west 
coast, more than 100 miles southwest 
of Sorrento. The path lay slantwise 
and northeasterly across the state to 
the Atlantic coast, with the Sorrento 
area the only section seriously hit. 
The St. Petersburg disturbance dam- 
aged four homes. No one was hurt.

Important -archaeological discov- 
eries have been made by the party 
led by Dr. Warren K. Moorhead, of 
Phillips academy, Andover, Mass., in 
exploring an ancient village site and 
Indian mound at Carter’s Quarters, 
on the banks of the Coosawattee river 
in Murray county, Dr. Moorehead an- 
nounced Saturday on his arrival in 
Atlanta. The party of archaeologists, 
including Miss Margaret Ashley, of 
Atlanta, has been exploring the Car- 
ter’s Quarters mound for the past 
week, 

Discoveries at Carter’s Quarters link 
the village site, there with Indians 
who lived at the village site on the 
Tumlin estate, near Cartersville, the 
tribe being the prehistoric Shawanoes, 
Dr. Moorhead said. The discoveries 
show a Toltec or Aztec influence, de- 
signs on pottery evidencing serpent 
and sun worship. 

Gerald Towle, field assistant to Dr. 
Moorehead, has been responsible for 
a large measure of the success of the 
Georgia mound explorations, Dr. 


Moorehead said. 

Dr. Moorhead will address the Ro- 
tary club on Tuesday, at the Capital 
City club, on the great opportunity 
for research in Georgia, particularly 
with reference to primitive man. On

Discovery of evidence tending to show 
that the process of creation now is 
going on in the heavens, and that 
the earth, instead of disintegrating, as 
long has been believed, is going through 
an endless cycle of evolution, was an- 
nounced here last night by Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan, noted scientist. 

r. Millikan’s announcement, made 
at a meeting of the California In- 
stitute of Technology, said that while 
his experiment had not been com- 
pleted and should not be taken as 
final, “we may have some confidence 
in the conclusion.” 

The findings of Dr. Millikan indi- 
cated that the atoms which form 
oxygen, silicon, magnesium and iron— 
the elements which make up about 95 


and a similar proportion of the earth 
—are being constantly created in the 
heavens and shot with terrific speed 
into the body of this planet. 

The cosmic rays are held to he 
energy which escapes during the proc- 
ess of formation of these atoms. 

Explaining the birth of a helium 


element was 4. grams, The 
atomic weight of hydrogen is 1.00778 
of four hydrogen atoms. But four 
units of hydrogen atom weigh 4.03112 
grams—.03058 of a gram more than 
the same number when converted into 
helium. 

This difference—.03058 of a gram— 
according to Einstein's equation show- 
ing the relation of mass to energy. es- 
capes into space in the form of en- 
ergy. By measuring the strength of 
frequency of the cosmic ray Dr. Mil- 
likan discovered that the most con- 
spicuous wave band in it had ap- 
proximately the same cagrmes of 
absorption power as the amounf of 
penetration power of a monochromatic 
ether wave originated in the formation 
of helium atoms. 

“Putting together, then.” concluded 
Dr. Millikan, the quantitative and 
qualitative evidence, we may have 
some confidence in the conclusion that 
the heretofore mysterious cosmic rays 
which shoot.unceasingly in all diree- 
tions are announcements sent out 
through the ether of the birth of ele- 
ments,” 


CHINESE. NATIONALISTS

said that the nationalist government 
had issued two important mandates 
calculated to clear up the aftermath 
of the 1926 outrages in which several 
foreigners, including an American edu- 
cator, were killed.

West Palm Beach, Fla., March 17. 
(P—C. A. Bingham, former city 
manager here, was acquitted in crim- 
inal court tonight on charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the city of $200,- 
000. The jury deliberated 28 minutes. 

The suit was the outgrowth of al- 
leged irregularities in connection with 
the piping of a tourist camp and 
other city projects. 

Bingham was indicted jointly with 
B, A. Lopez, plumbing vontractor, } 
who was convicted a month ago of 
obtaining money under false pretenses 
and sentenced. to serve five years in 
the state penitentiary. His case has 
been appealed. Coincident with the ac- 


quittal of Bingham, the jury bags hd 


tried Lopez also deliberated just 28 
minutes to convict him. 


Bingham told friends in the court- 
room tonight that he would enter suit 
for $200,000 damages for humiliation 
and defamation of character. He did 
not say who would be named in Wis 
suit as deferidant, nor make Tis 
charge more specific, 

The former city manager will leave 
here in time to be in Norwood, Mass., 
by April 1, where he has. accepted a 
position as city manager. 

The suit in which he was freed 
grew out of charges that Bingham had 
knowingly conspired with Lopez ‘to 
defrand the city of $200,000 in con- 
nection with the laying of pipe lines 
on the several city projects. ‘The state 
charged that he sanctioned bill# ex- 
cessive of the amount which should 
have been charged and expended, 

The defense did not call any wit- 
nesses and the acquittal was the ere- 
sult of the argument of the defense 
attorney, who charged that the state 
had not preven its case. He also at- 
tacked the credibility of certain wit- 
nesse-, 

Notable among the witnesses appear- 
ing on the stand today were former 
mayors and the present mayor of West 
Palm Beach.

WILLIS HITS HOOVER 
ON PROHI POSITION 


Lancaster, Ohio, March 17.—)— 
With what appeared to be an indirect 
shot at Herbert Hoover, prohibition 
was brought to the fore in Ohio's re- 
publican: primary campaign here to- 
day by Senator Frank B. Willis, who 
declared in a speech that the voters 
this year vill stand for no dodging on 
the issue by presidential candidates. 


“Campaigns cannot be won by eva- 
sion,” said the senator who is fight- 
ing it out with the commerce secre- 
tary for Obio’s 51 delegates to the 
Kansas City convention. “Consequent- 
ly in the contest of 1928 it may: as 
well be understood at the outset that 
the people will demand and are en- 
titled to receive definite and un- 
equivocal assurance of the position of 
candidates . regarding the eighteenth 
amendment and the enforcement of 
law. 

“Voters will respect candidates or 
parties that clearly state their posi- 
tion, but they will not give their sup- 
port to those who seek to equivocate, 
to evade and to camouflage. Partial 
answers will not do. The statement 
of principlés must be definite and 
courageous ; otherwise, defeat- will 
come, It is too late in the history of 
the republican party for it to tread 
the paths of cowardice: or nullifica- 
tion,’ 

No Direct Reference. 

With this, Mr. Willis dismissed 
the subject in the speech prepared 
for delivery here, not far from Wes- 
terville, birthplace of the Anti-Saloon 
League, which in the past has con- 
sistently supported him in his po- 
litical campaigns. 

In connection with prohibition and 
law enforcement he made no direct 
reference to Mr. Hoover, who, like 
him, has replied to the dry law ques- 
tionnaire of Senator Borah, of Idahe. 
In his reply the commerce secretary, 
while taking a stand for rigid probi- 
bition enforcement and against re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, re- 
frained from answering specifically 
the queries whether he favored a dry 
law plank in the republican platform 
and would leave it to the states to 


determine the alcoholic content of 
iquor. 

Senator Willis, in his speech, re- 
sumed his attack on Mr. Hoover on 
the ground that his republicanism is 
not genuine, that he was a Wilson 
follower on the League of Nations is- 
Aue, that he is opposed to the protec- 
tive tariff, and that he has worked 
against the best interests of the Amer- 
ican farmer. 


Willis charged that the Ohio “po- 
litical bosses” were for Hooyer, aad 
added : : 

“There never was a more absurd 
and indefensible deceit than the claim 
that the delegation pledged to support 
my candidacy is handpicked and that 
the delegation representing Secretary 
Hoover represents the free choice of 
} the. people, Such characterization is 
ihe exact reverse of the fact.” 


For Farm Relief. 


The Ohio senator advocated reten- 
tion of present immigration restric- 
tions, with slight modifications to 
prevent hardships among families, and 
protection by the United States of 
Central America from “rapine and 
law lesaness.”’ 


In addition to assailing Hoover 
anew on the farm. relief question, 
Willis said that in his judgment “he- 
fore congress adjourns it nil enact, 
and ought to enact, a measure of 
adequate farm. relief.’ 


Although there have been reports 
that the senator is leaning toward 
the McNary-Haugin bill, which he op- 
posed before it, was modified into its 
present form, he gave no inkling in 
his prepared address that this was 
the case, and refrained from outlining 
just what kind of a farm bill he be- 
lieved should. be passed.

This army of men and women are reg- 
istered at what is known in Leningrad 
as an “employment exchange” and are 
hopefully and eagerly waiting for their 
call to fill a vacancy. Their plight is 
almost hopeless since there are no pri- 
vate enterprises in soviet Russia and 
the country is in the throes of a severe 
economical crisis. 

There is no doubt that soviet Rus- 
Sia is seeking recognition by the 
United States. I have talked with 
many men in the government service 
who readily testified that the bolshe- 
vik government is only anxious to be 
recognized by our conntry. What 
soviet Russia needs most is money or 
a long credit. The last war, the revo- 
lution and the civil war and strife 
have robbed the country of millions of 
men in the productive age.

Condition of Country Under Soviet Rule Held Up to View by 


Famous Investigator.

This is the first of a series of arti- 
cles by Mr. Dreiser, famous novel- 
ist and author of “An American 
Tragedy, in which he presents what 
appear to him the good and bad fea- 
tures of soviet rule in Russia.. He 
returned recently after 11 weeks of 
observation in that country.

It is known that I am an incor- 
rigible individualist, therefore opposed 
to communism, yet the soviet govern- 
ment wanted me to visit Russia as 
an investigator; and I accepted the 
invitation after my terms had been 
agreed upon. 

These terms were: 

1.—I should be free to choose my 
itinerary and make my inguiry as it 


suited me. 
2—I should be provided with a 


secretary-interpreter wherever I went. 

3.—I would not be considered rude 
to my government host if my study of 
Russia resulted in unfavorable con- 
clusions, 

4.—I was under no obligation to 
publish any report of my trip, favor- 
able or unfavorable, if 1 did not feel 
so inclined. 

These terms were graciously ac- 
cepted by cable, and I sailed from 
New York October 19. I returned 
only recently. I spent altogether 11 
weeks in Russia. 

My conclusions are deliberately ar- 
rived at, but it would be unfair to 
me and to the soviet regime to assume 
that anybody could prepare a sound 
and complete analysis of the most 
tremendous experiment ever conduct- 
ed with a people after so brief a 
survey. 

But from what I saw’and heard and 
sensed, I have been definite and cer- 
tain enough in my conclusions to agree 


to write a series of articles outlining 
my study for the North American 
Newspaper Alliance. This is the first 
article in the series. 


Expects Soviet Idea to Spread. 


I feel the soviet form of government 
is likely to endure in Russia, _per- 
haps with modifications; and not 
only that, but spread to or markedly 
affect politically all other nations. 


_I believe that in the main the Rus- 
Sian people are satisfied with the so- 
viet mechanism, and that they think 
it is perfecting itself daily. 

With an enormous industrializing 
process in full swing I believe it is 
probable that Russia will become one 
of the mightiest economic forces the 
world has known, as it is today prob- 
ably the mightiest military power. 

Though the soviet system has won- 
derful features, it is with regret that

“It is true that we 
invited .Chaliapin to come back to 
Russia, but he refused to return, stat- 
ing that he was bound by buginess 
contracts paying him $100,000 per 
year. Of course, our country is poor 
and we could not pay him the price 
he was commanding in America. This, 
however, would not be so bad. We 
eould overlook this, but when we 
found out that Chaliapin donated. 
while in Paris, $5,000 to the cause of 
the white army we were through with 
him for good. We took away his ti- 


tle of people's artist.”” We could not 
tolerate a man with such reactionary 
and anti-revolutionary views. We 
have new singers who have come from 
the people, like Chaliapin, but who 
do not desgrt the country for the 
sake of money. <As far as the new 
communistiec Russia 1s concerned—he 
can go to hell with our compliments. 
And the last vehement tirade was met 
with an approving round of ong 
laughter of the rest of the Russians 
Leningrad’s Darkest Days. 

During the frightful year of famine 
that raged in Leningrad shortly after 
the close of the war, the population 
of the city dwindled down from 2,- 
000,000 te 600,000. This was due to 
the great exodus to southern parts of 
Russia where bread was more «plen- 
tiful and winters less severe. Those 
who survived almost unbelievable pri- 
Vations will never forget that year 
and that winter which happened to 
be extremely long and cold, There was 
an acute shortage of wood with which 
to make fires. (In northern Russia 
wood, especially birch, is being used 
for fire places and the built-in-the- 
wall white tile stoves.) The water 
works, the city’s electric and gas 
plants were out of commission. There 


was no bread and no water. Civil wart | 


was rampant from one end of ‘Tussia 
to the other and Leningrad was .cut 
off from the rest of the country. Small 
bands of partisans were constantly 
fizhting. Railroad transportation was

not only not take-a-bath, but there was 
no water to wash, the. hands,. There | 
was darkness and a freezing tempera- 
ture in homes. Vestilencs, this dread- 
fully ally of hunger arr? filth, broke 
out and the people were dying. from 
typhus like so many flies. 

Yet, déspite all this, there. were 
young people who continued to learn 
in schools. I know of a certain fam- 
ily where there were three girls at- 
tending the Leningrad Conservatory 
of Music. They stuck to their studies 
heroically and continued to learn, no 
matter how weak they were from hun- 
ger and how cold they were in the 
class rooms, and very often it was so 
cold in the classrooms th * these girls 
literally froze their fingers practicing 
their piano lessons. But they strove 
on with that fine indomitable spirit 
and patience, conquering’ innumerable 
obstacles, finally succeeding in grad- 
uating from the conservatory with 
honors. When I saw them not long 
ago, they were cheerful and related 
their struggles and hardships in a 
rather light vein. I could catch a 
tragic note, however, in their voices 
when they told me with a reminiscent 
smile how hard it was to go to the 
conservatory when their shoes gave 
out and there Were no new ones to be 
had in Leningrad. 

There were a few nice and thick 
Oriental carpets in the reception room 
of the school building. There is an 
old adage that “necessity is the moth- 
er of invention,” and the pupils hit 
upon the idea of making shoes out 
of those fine carpets. The carpets 
at that time of hunver and cold were 
an idle and unpardonable luxury, s° 
the girls cut the carpet and fashioned 
something that bore a resemblance to 
shoes. It -as a brilliant idea and 
while the shoes were not too elegant 
thev. kept the feet dry and warm. 

The teachers, weak and emaciated 
from the prolonged hunger, continued 
to be faithful to their duties and were 
only too happy to receive a piece of 
stale bread for their work. It was a 
horrible experience, a nightmare that 
left an indelible impression on the 


mands of all who had to go through 
it and I hope that the pedple of Rus-| 
sia will be sparcd a repetition of such | 
horrors. 3 

Chinese in Russia. 

I was astonished at the number of 
Chinese one encounters everywhere in 
Leningrad and especially in Moscow. 
Prior to the war a Chinaman in Rus- 
sia was looked upon as a sort of 
curiosity and his appearance in the 
streets of Leningrad used to create 
something like a furore, Things have 
changed, however, and I saw hundreds 
of young, virile and alert Chinese, 
possessing a certain air of importance 
occupying best seats in theaters of 
Leningrad and Moscow, visiting dif- 
ferent museums in large groups and 
evidently having some mysterious 
business in the kremlin and other of- 
ici laces. 
are when I recollected the late 
escapades of Michael Borodin, that 
fiery agitator who was sent by the 
soviet government to stir up the dor- 
maut masses in China and. whose in- 
sidious work ended in a. fiasco, I be- 
gan to understand the reason for the 
presence of- thousands of Chinamen in 
Russia. me 

The ultimate aim of Lenine’s re- 
insight a his | Utopian 
ideas was a workd-wide revolution aft- 
vr which the proletarians would over- 
throw the capitalistic governments all 
seize the power. 
Russia was 


ruled by the czars for 
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slavery until the year of 1861 when 
the Czar Alexander II signed the 
emancipation manifest. The shameful! 
und disastrous war with Japan in 
1903 and general dissatisfaction on 
the part of all Russians that followed 
this campaign of. graft and corruption. 
then the tragic reign of the late Czar 
Nicholas, who was the weakest char- 
acter in Romanoff’s dynasty, then the 
war with Germany and frightful 
losses on the battlefields rendered 
Russia an easy mark for socialistic 
propaganda. 

Lenine, then in exile in Switzer- 
land, sensed that Russia, still at war 
and staggering like a mortally wound- 
ed giant, bleeding and torp with dis- 
sension, was a fertile field for the 
seeds of socialism. 

After his arrival in Leningrad, in 
a sealed railroad coach, he began to 
work in accordance with his well for- 


mulated plans. The time for a revolu- 
tion was ripe and his promises of all 
the power to the workmen and all 


‘feudal land to peasants carried an ap- 


peal that was too powerful to resist. 
We all know what happened next. 

Establishing a semblance of a com- 
munistic order in Russia, his untir- 
ing efforts were turned towards other 
“oppressed” countries—China and -In- 
dia. The recent revolution in China, 
the bloodshed and strife, is the result 
of the bolshevik propaganda: I saw 
in Moscow an institute for Chinese 
maintained by the soviet government, 
where 2,000 Chinese were being edu- 
cated and taught the doctrines of. 
communism and the art of propa- 
ganda, < 

These students are tutored, boarded 
and clothed at the expense of the so- 
viets and as soon as they have mas- 
tered the principles of bolshevism and 
passed a satisfactory examination in 
oratory and have proven to be first- 
class agitators, they sent back to 
China to spread the gospel of bkol- 
shevism.

eventually be sovietized—perhaps soon 
enough to affect me. It is not a very 
great step from a nation of chain 
stores, chain railways, chain hotels. 
chain newspaper and chain industrial 
and mercantile establishments of every | 
description to a chain soviet system. 

The following are the principal good 
of. the soviet system, as 
found them: 

lirst, its leaders, theoretic and prac- 
tical, realize that the best thing for 
everybody is work in some form, either 
mental or physical, and the worst 
thing idleness—either enforced or per* 
sonally desired—and they have set 
themselves to the task of providing 
work and eliminating idleness. I most 
heartily approve of that. 


Next, while they realize that work 
far all is necessary and idleness for 
a class abominable, nevertheless they 
fee] that the amount of work assigned 
to each should not be more than is 
necessary to provide all with all the 
privileges and comforts of a .very 
highly develcped state, a state eco- 
nomically, artistically, intellectually 
and socially agreeable and perhaps 
beautiful; also that after that .the 
individual may do with the rest of 
his time as he chooses. / 

Furthearmore+and. IL think this: is 
one of its most valuable features— 
they will not permit any individual 
accumulation of wealth, as they argue 
that individual wealth on the’ one 
hand can only spell individual poverty 
and want on the other, and this they 
will not endure. @ . 

To avoid it they have erected the 
superstate or trust which owns and 
coutrols everything. How this state 
or trust is organized is now too 
generally known to need an explana- 
tion here. Their contention is that. it 
derives all. its power and meaning 
from the thought and the will of the 
people. With this I-do not ‘exactly 
agree, but that is a matter of phil 
vsophy and too deep to be quickly 
and clearly set forth here. 

Another feature that I think is 
wonderful in connection with this 
Russian development is this: In 
pursuit of this ideal of work for 
everybody. unearned: idleness for none, 
and the elimination of the individual- 
ist who wishes everything for himself 
and as little as possible for any other, 
it has set out to awaken intellec- 
tually the individual to the fact that 
if he desires to remain fairly com- 
fortable under any form of govern- 
ment be must first be willing to take 
only so much for: himself as will 
satisfy his personal needs and ambi- 
tions, and that without foreshorten- 
ing or stultifying the needs and am- 
bitions of any other.

only work seven hours. 

" And if’a’ little later all the great 
things the people would like to do, the 
clothes they would. like: to wear, the! 
food they would like t6 eat,-the houses 
or apartments they would like to live 
in, the pleasure trips they would like 
to make, the books, magazines and pa- 
pers they would like to read, the plays 
they would like to see, the education 
they would like to have, can be bought 
and paid for with only six hours’ work 
on the part of everybody, then six 
hours’ work it shall be. 

Still later, if five or four or even 
three hours will do it, then five or 
four or three will be the hours of 
work required in any miil, office, or 
even on the farm, Which also is to be 
industrialized. 

Not only that, but since work in 


some form is to be the alloted portion) 


of all, the conditions surrounding one 
at his or her labor are to be made as 
comfortable and as agreeable as pos- 
sible, and to that end and from now 
on, and as fast as work and as money | 
will permit, the most agreeable and 
practical type of factory, office, apart- 
ment, or dwelling is to be built, - The 
place or places wherein the worker 
spends his life are to be made as at- 
tractive, ves, even as beautiful, or at 
least as comfortable, as is humanly 
possible, the nature of the work con- 
sidered. 

And it is precisely here and in con- 
nection with just this that Russia at 
this time is most interesting to me. 
For it is in connection with this theory 
or plan that all thos. things which 
now most interest the world eco- 
nomically are being tried, and, as the 
Russians insist, proved to be possible. ;

: Seeking to trace the item of $25,008 
appearing on the records of the late 
Fred W. Upham, once treasurer of 
the republican national committee, 
and credited as a contribution from 
the Cook county republican commit- 
tee, the senate investigators interro- 
gated Alexander fFyffe, “harmony 
chairman” in Cook county in the 
1924 campaign, but he knew of no 
such gift from the county organiza- 
tion to the national body. 

Homer Galpin, chairman, and the 
treasurer of the regular Coook coun- 
ty committee, have testified they 
had no knowledge of such a contribu- 
tion and the senators are pr g 
now on the theory that $25,000 of 
the $60,000 of Harry F. Sinclair's 
Liberty Londs which Hays sent to 
Upham were sold for use in wiping 
out the deficit and the Cook county 
committee credited with the donation. 
Several other discrepancies in the Up- 
ham records have been found by the 
subcommittee, which during its sitting 
here found that $2,000 of the Sinclair 
bonds were turned over by Upham 
to B. A. Eckhart for a like confri- 
bution in cash.

The first American entry, inspired 
by the recent story from England 
that Miss Betty Carstairs, a British 
speedboat driver, hopes. to dash across 
to New York this summer in a 40- 
foot craft, has made its public ap- 
pearance. 

Captain Reginald H. Bunt, of 
Mount Vernon, announces he ig pre- 
pared to forestall Miss Carstairs in a 
26-foot boat of his own design as soon 
as he obtains financial backing. 

Captain Bunt’s craft would make 
20 miles an hour with the type ef 100- 
horsepower motor he plans to install 
and would take him from New York 
to Liverpool in about four dzéys, bar- 


ring untoward happenings. 

Bunt, however, does not believe an 
attempt to hit the crest of every oth- 
er wave between New York and Eng- 
land would be suicidal. He is a world 
war naval veteran and naval militia- 
man and has six years’ experience 
behind him as engineer and captain 
of fast power yachts. He has per- 
suaded a seaman of 30 years’ experi- 
ence, he said, to go with him. 

In announcing that he is seeking a 
financial backer, Bunt has laid his 
plans before Juy Smith, president of 
the Christeraft Boat company, and 
others, and received their approval. 

‘The hazards of attempting to cross 
the Atlantic in a small speedboat are 
even greater than those attending a 
trans-Atlantic flight, in the opinion 
of many authorities. On the other 
hand, while such a voyage in such a 
boat has never before been attempted, 
it is not considered impossible. 

Boats as small and even smaller 

than Captain Bunt proposes to build 
“for the honor of America” have sail- 
ed across the Atlantic. As far back 
as 1807 a New Englander named Cap- 
tain Joshua Slocum sailed around ithe 
world in a yawl of about the length 
of Captain Bunt’s proposed speed- 
boat. 
Captain Slocum was not traveling 
at 30 miles an hour, however, nor did 
he have enough gasoline aboard for a 
3,000-mile nonstop passage. 

Marine enginers say that high speed 
motors of the type used in mouern 
fast runabouts are not designed with 
the idea of running 100 or more con- 
secutive hours at top speed, but they 
believe a motor, tuned to perfect con- 
dition and treated properly, probably 
eould achieve the feat if no storm 
conditions were encountered.

Many held the opinion that every 
hoy who was seen armed with a ten- 
nis racket was a sissy of the deepest 
dye, while to wear flannel pants was 
as good as to proclaim that you had 
deserted the ranks of he-men. Those 
were the days when it was a great 
fad to get up early in the morning 
and play some four or five sets of 
tennis before breakfast. This waa 
supposed by many to be a greai bene- 
fit to one’s health. About the only 
good it did was to unfit one for the 
entire day. ‘Those were also the days 
when the tennis hub of this country 
was situated at Newport, where the 
national championship was held each 
year. Some got the idea that tennis 
was a rich man’s game as well as a 
sissy game and was not a sport for 
the common class. It was unfortu- 
nate but nevertheless it was true. 

In those days a state championship 
in tennis was probably attended by 
more players than spectators. Even 
the national championship at Newport 
drew no more than a few hundred of 
the society colony, while it was al- 
most an unheard of thing for the hoi 
polli to: witness the crowning of a 
new champion or the dethroning of an 
old. Such was tennis around 1910. 

Modern Days. 

Last September, the writer of these 
lines sat in the press stand at the 
Forest Hills stadium where Tilden 
met Lacoste in the final of the 1927 
American championship and gazed on 
a crowd of 16,000 spectators. And 
hundreds, and probably thousands, 
were turned away that day at the 
gates because the stadium was jammed 
to .its capacity. They were real 
tennis fans too. At Newport society 
attended the matches because it was 
the thing to do that particular week. 
That crowd at Forest Hills paid its 
good money because it wanted to see 
two or three hours of some of the 
most concentrated action known to 
the sport world.

That crowd at Forest Hills 
was eloquent testimony to this fact. 

What brought about this great 
change?

Newport. His great court personal- 
ity, his flaming red hair and the man- 
ner in whieh he could sock a tennis 
ball gripped the tennis fans as noth- 
ing else before, or since, has ever held 
them. “Me.” or the “California 
Comet,” as he was dubbed, was a net 
player of the first water. Having 
no back hand to speak of and a fore- 
hand of very mediocre quality, he 
made up for these defects by acquir- 
ing a serve of lightning-like propor- 
tions and an overhead that was writ- 
ten about as the greatest the world 
had ever see “Mec” did not hit a 
ball, he cruci ied it, It was nothing 
for him to break the strings of sev- 
eral rackets during a hard match, so 
great was his power. 

This gift of swat caught the crowd 
and once Caught they were tennis 
fans. “Me’’ burned himself out about 
1914, his biggest year.. That was the 
vear when he beat both the great 
Brooks and Tony Wilding in the Da- 
vis cup challenge round, 

His match with the mighty Brooks 
will go down in history as one of 
the greatest singles matehes of all 
time. ‘The first set saw games go 
with, service until McLoughlin broke 
through at 16-15 to take the open- 
ing set at 17-15. a record in length 
far Davis cup play. That one set 
sealed the match as Brooks, who was 
pretty well worn out, could not keep 
pace with the comet and dropped. the

Final Triumph. 

That was. “Me's” last big triumph. 
He followed a few weeks later by 
losing his national crown to Norris 
Williams, The following year he made 
a valiant effort to come back, but the 
old spark was lacking. The power 
that had carried him to the cregt of 
the national heap in 1912 and 1913 
and which had enabled him to brush 
aside the two great Australians in 
1914 deserted him in 1915 with the 
result that he Jost in the final round 
to that rising young fellow Califor- 
nian, William M. Johnston.

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The S. M. Shield Grid Six 


| BY M. 0. MOSTELLER. 

Last week the schematic print of 
the S-M Shield Grid Six was given. 
Since that time there has been more 
interest shown in this set than any 
other one previously in this column 
We are not going to give any building 
instruetions because’ Silver-Marshall, 
Incorporated, Chicago, will send upon 
request a complete folder, giving. blue- 
prints, complete instructions ‘for as- 
sembling and wiring and complete 
data -as to testing and tuning. This 
booklet can also be obtained from your 
local Silver-Marshall service station. 
However, we will endeavor to tell you 
what works best with the set, what's 
on the inside and how to use every 
part to obtain maximum efficiency. 
Three type UX 222, CX 322, or equiy- 
alent, shielded grid tubes are required 
for the RF amplifier. For the detector 
tube a UX 112 A ig recommended, for 
the first audio stage the UX 112 A, 
for the second stage a 171 A, if a 
plate voltage of 180 to 220 is ‘avail- 
able—as from the S-M_ type 652 or 
652-A power unit. For the finest pos- 
sible qualify of reproduction, an S-M 
675 B power unit should be employed 
which furnishes B power to the entire 
receiver at a total of 425 volts ani 
which is equipped with an adapter 
which allows the use of UX 210 super 
power amplifier radiotron in the last 
audio stage of the 630-SG receiver. 
So equipped, there is no finer re- 
ceiver available upon the American 
market absolutely regardless of price, 

Three stages of radio frequency am- 
plification sharply tuned, followed by 
the sharply tuned detector circuit 
which, in turn, works inte a_ two- 
stage audio frequency stables com- 
prise the 630-SG set. The radio fre- 
quency 
low-loss variable condensers provid- 
ing substantially even spacing of sta- 
tions over the control. dial scales and 
very low-loss, low-r@sistance, plug-in 
RF transformers, a condenser and a 
transformer being li@used in each of 
the four RF stage shields. The an- 
tenna stage at the left employs a spe- 
cial antenna coupler provided with a 
tapped Primary allowing the use of 
short or long antenna at will by 
means of the swiich in the lower left- 
hand corner of the panel. The three 
REF stages employ shielded grid am- 
plifier tubes and the battery circuits 
of these stages are so arranged and 
so by-passed that, together with the 
effective shielding provided by the 
aluminum stage cans, no osgcillation 
tendency or trouble is experienced in 
the receiver. 

A special feature of the RF ampli- 
fier circuit is that it does not em- 
ploy the tuned impedance coupling 
which lias been believed necessary to 
operation of shielded grid tubes. In- 
herently extremely broad in tuning, 
this type of coupling is far more de- 
sirable, though circwits for it are giv- 
en with the data sheets accompanying 
shielded grid tubes as a_ theoretical, 
but not necessarily as a” practical,

means of operating these tubes. It 
is highly undesirable in a radio. re- 
ceiver which is to be sufficiently se- 
lective under present day conditions, 
for it introduees circuit losses occa+ 
sioned’ by the necessary grid blocking 
condenser and grid leak which serious- 
ly impair the amplification possibili- 
ties of the shielded grid tube, for, 
unlike previous radio frequency am- 
plifiers regeneration is not employed 
in a shielded. grid amplifier and may 
not be utilized to offset circuit losses. 
It is apparent to engineers that the 
amplification obtainable from a 
shielded grid ‘receiver is dependent 
upon the excrilence of the tuning ¢it- 
cuits (coil and condenser) making “Up 
each RE amplifier ‘stage; and, the 
selectivity, upon the degree of cou- 
pling of one tube to the next through 
the tuned circuit. The 680. SG re- 
ceiver provides a tremendously high 
value. of radio frequeney ‘amplifica- 
tion due to the ynusually efficient de- 
sign of SM plug*in coils and con- 
densers, and the selectivity of the re- 
ceiver is made adjustable by means 
of extra taps upon the primaries of 
the R. F. transformers in order that 
the set may: be adjusted by. the merest 
novice to a peint of highest efficiency 
whether it be located in the middle 
of a broadcast barren desert or in the 
center of the most congested broadcast 
communities of the United States. and 
Kurope. This special feature of. the 
‘650 SG receiver is found in no other 
commercial set, 

The antennae stage of the 630 SG 
receiver is tuned by the “station se- 
lector” or left hand dial control the 
left hand variable condenser -in. the 
schematid,diagram, and contained in 
the left hand shield compartment of 
the receiver. The three variable con- 
densers in the three right hand shield 
compartments tune substantially iden- 
tical circuits consisting of carefully 
laboratory matched coils and con- 
densers, and are connected together 
hy means of a postive mechanical link. 
All three are tuned by the single right 
hand “station selector” dial. All radio 
frequency circuits are completely 
shielded, the radio frequency lead from 
one stage to the next passing through 
the small erevice between the stage 
compartments in slots provided in the 
shielis for this purpose, and being in- 
sufficiently exposed..to cause signal 
pick up. In fact, so thorough is the 
shielding of the 630 SG receiver that 
it is practically impossible to pick up 
even a powerful local signal with the 
antennae removed; and with the two 
leads. from the antenna coil socket to 
the antenna switch removed entirelr, 
the shielding becomes completely ef- 
fective. So the set is so weirdly sen- 
sitive that simply placing one’s finger 
upon the antenna binding post is suf- 
ficient to bring in stations, frequent- 
ly over a radius of 100 miles, with 
good loud speaker volume using only 
the body for aerial. In fact the use 
of a metal bed spring, or, a 10 to 30- 
foot inside wire, as an antenna will 
provide extremely satisfactory results.

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TRADING I STOCKS 
S WEEK'S FEATURE 


New York, March 17.—(/)—The 
violent advance in stock prices, which 
carried the general industrial average 


to the highest level for all time and 
the general railroad average to a new 
high for the year in the largest week's 
trading on record, overshadowed all 
other developments in this week's 
financial markets. 

There was little in the week's busi- 
ness news to account for the tremen- 
dous outburst of speculation. Rumors 
of “technical corners” in Radio, 
American Linseed and a few other 
specialties, which started an urgent 
retreat of an overcrowded short in- 
terest, gave impetus to the buying 
movement.. Circulation over brokers’ 
wires of unconfirmed reports that 
President Coolidge had decided to re- 
consider his decision not to become a 
candidate in 1928 may also have been 
a factor. 

The credit situation continued un- 
changed despite the $2,000,000.000 
turnover of funds in the middle of the 
week and the increase of more than 
$50,000,000 in brokers’ Joans reported 
hy the New York Federal Reserve 
bank. The weekly clearing house 
statement showed a big gain in ex- 
cess reserve, which, coupled with the 
shading of the official 41-2 per cent 
call money rate in the outside market 
on Friday, led to hope of easier mone- 
tary conditions next week. 

Bond prices were slightly firmer. 
presumably in reflection of the March 
investment demand and the rise in 
stocks. New offerings totaled only 
about $75,000,000 as against $127,- 
000,000 the week before. 

Return of the Canadian dollar to 
parity and thence to a slight premium 
and the collapse of Portuguese escudos 
to the lowest level in several years 
followed by a partial recovery divided 
speculative interest in this week's for- 
eign exchange market. Cables were 
slightly firmer, selling just below 
$4.88 ds the week closed. 


DRY GOODS IMPROVE: 
BUNING 1S SUCH 


New York, March 17.—(4)—There 
was a slight improvement in the buy- 
ing demand for print cloths and sheet- 
ings at lower prices but the buying 
continued in small quantities and 
chiefly for deliveries in March and 
April, Seme contract business was 
placed on print cloths for delivery in 
the second quarter of the year 
on a hasis of 7 1-2 cents for 
38 1-2-inch 64x60s, which is 1-4 
cent lower than the spet price of 
a week ago. Some small lots of 
brown sheetings were sold for export 
and bag’ manufacturers purchased in 
small quantities. 

Some further business was placed 
by automobile supply manufacturers 
on wide goods, brake linings and some 
other cloths wanted in the automobile 
trades. The tire fabric business was 
light but mills are well employed. 

Domestic cotton goods are being 
bought steadily but in very small lots 
and for prompt shipment. Ver, little 
late contract business is being placed. 
Printed wash goods continue to sell 
better fhan any of the other lines 
of dress cottons while piece dyed and 
yarn dyed woven cloths are quiet. 
Turkish towels are slow and the bed- 
spread business is quiet. Ginghams 
and bleached cottons were inactive. 

Cotton duck was dull. Cotton yarn 
markets ruled generally very quiet 
with eombed yarns showing further 
price declines. The fall underwear 
trade has become very quiet. The best 
sales of cotton hosiery are being made 
to export markets, the domestic busi- 
ness-in hosiery being largest on rayon 
and silk goods. Curtailment of pro- 
duction continues unchanged with the 
demand increasing that manufacturers 
shall add to their curtailment pro- 
grams,

fentral west and the southwest as 
well, Trade leaders, meauwhile, gave 
special emphasis to the fact that of- 
ficial figures telling of 12,000,000 
bushels reduction of country mill and 
elevator stocks as compared with last 
year were about 16,000,000 bushels 
under the estimates of private experts. 
A sensational aspect of the govern- 
ment report, one authority said, is 
that there is 40,000,000 bushels of 
wheat unaccounted for after allowing 
for increased seed requirements for 
winter wheat. He added that it is 
evident that either the original sup- 
ply was overestimated or else that 
there has been a domestic disappear- 
ance upon a much greater scale than 
last year.

That 
is, that the bureau of market eco- 
nomics was to a large extent re- 
sponsible, by reason of guesswork 
and of unreliable reports. 7 

Of this there can be no doubt. 

The federal trade commission is 
also. directly involved. Perhaps 
right, or wrong. 

What is the remedy? 

In the first place, stop all guess- 
ing of the bureau of economics of 
the agricultural department. 

In the next place, legislate firmly 
against stock or commodity manip- 
ulations by any department of gov- 
ernment. 

The cotton exchange and the 
Stock exchange are necessary to 
legitimate trading to stabilize the 
markets, to properly hedge and to 
Standardize prices according to 
value, but they have not been con- 
ducted that way in recent months. 

An additional remedy is along the 
line of that which has been steadfly 
advocated by Martin Amorous, who 
has another communication on the 
subject in today’s Constitution. 

Mr. Amorous is right in the con-

JUST TRIBUTE TO GREELEY. 

We are publishing elsewhere to- 
day a letter from Secretary Bonnell 
H. Stone, of the Georgia Forestry 
association, relative to the splendid 
services of Colonel William - B. 
Greeley, chief of the United States 
bureau of forestry, who will short- 
ly retire from that department to 
enter into a business connection in 
the Pacific northwest. 


The tribute paid by Mr. Stone, 
who has been more instrumental 
than any other one man in de- 
veloping a definite forestry policy 
in Georgia and the southeast, is 
entirely deserved. 


Colonel Greeley has been asso- 
ciated with the federal forestry de- 
partment for almost a quarter of a 
century. He served as assistant 
under Governor Gifford Pinchot, of 
Pennsylvania, who was for many 
years chief of the bureau, and is 
recognized throughout the nation 
as a leader in forestry and in tim- 
ber conservation. 

Since his advancement to the 
head of the department forestry in 
the south has become a great and 
resourceful activity. 

He saw the possibilities of utiliz- 
ing cut-over lands for a new growth 
of yellow pine timber. He advo- 
cated reforestation under strict 
state control through a code. of 
workable forestation laws. 

Georgia was for years one of the 
most backward states in the enact- 
‘ment of forestry laws. Today it is 
one of the: most advanced, and the 
keen interest of Colonel Greeley is 
largely responsible. He has taken 
an especial interest in Georgia, real- 
izing the great possibilities for new 
forestry growth in this state. 


That he is leaving the federal 
service is a source for deep regret, 
but it is gratifying that his efforts 
in getting a closer grip on the in- 
dustrial and economic side of timber 
conservation in the northwest will 
be continued-and in an important 
way that will serve the entire 
country. 

Most of the hardwoods used in 
building in the south come from 
that section of the nation. Its con- 
servation is therefore important, 
not only to the west but to the 
south.

Banning by law the use, of elec- 
tric appliances simply because they 
cause static and interfere with re- 
ception of a program broadcast by 
radio will not benefit radio.

New York, March 17.—City employ- 
ees are busy conditioning the three 
municipal golf courses in the borough 
of the Bronx.

Players 
come from all over the city, some from 
20 miles away, but the bulk of them 
are Bronx people, who easily have the 
best of it in sport facilities.

Danger of Riches. 
While it is not nearly so obvious, 
it is true, that a man who is very 
rich is in danger of sinking to the

It is not the possession of thincs 
that is the evil of life, so much as 


the thinking about things, to thé ex- 
clusion of ideas, ‘sentiments and the 
higher aspirations, Thinking of life 
in terms of things, estimating values 
by the price of things, planning for 
greater purchasing. power to buy more 
things, is degrading. All of this must 
inevitably crowd out the search for 
truth, the full and free play of the 
finer feelings. Yes, there is a dan- 
ger of riches dragging down the life 
to the plane of the animal. 


The Challenge of Riches 
O* course, I am not saying that 
riches will do this, but ‘simply that 


there is the danger. A really big man 
is bigger than his purse, whether that 
purse be large or small. His influence 
is larger than his financial assets. 
His words have something infinitely 
more back of them than his commer- 
cial rating. When he touches the 
world, he does so with a finer force 
than the weight of his wealth. A man 
should really be ashamed to be called 
a rich man, I mean by that, to lire 
in the thought of other people in 
terms of his possessions. A man who 
can be described by the word “rich,” 
whose life is limited by his bank ac- 
count, whose soul is imprisoned by 
his possessions, whose spirit is no 
bigger than his purchasing power, is 
a poor man indeed. 


The Apostle Paul boasted, “I know 
how to be abased, and I know also 


how to abound.” What a splendid 
achievement. Riches is a relative 
term. In this country most of us are 
rich. That is, we have a surplus, 
even though it may be small, over 
and above the necessities of life. It 
is that surplus, and the desire to add 
to it, which is always a challenge to 
the spirit. Which shall be master?

A Holy War?—Egypt Takes a Hand—Chinese Tariff 
Tinkering—Denouncing the Monroe Doctrine.

Across the northern end of the 
Arabian desert, stretching from the 
Persian gulf to the Mediterranean sea, 
is a strip of green known as the 
“fertile crescent.”’ It includes Mesopo- 
tamia, Syria and Palestine, and two 
smaller areas, ‘Transjordania and 
Koweit. This section has furnished the 
setting for a great deal of the world’s 
history. Babylon, Assyria. Bagdad, 
Jerusalem, and Crusades, Mohammed, 
the Biblical characters—look up any 
one of them and you are in this 
region. 

Not the least of its claims to fame 
is as the battle ground between Mos- 
lem and Christian. From the time of 
Peter the Hermit to our own day 
Islam and Christendom have been 
fighting in and about the fertile cres- 
cent. The wild horsemen of Arabia 
furnished forth warriors who time and 
again proved themselves more than a 
match for the Crusaders. They car- 
ried the faith of Islam to the walls 
ef Vienna and within 400 miles of 
Paris. Their prophets taught them 


i that Allah blessed their slaying of 


the Christian “infidels:” it was “holy 
war.” 

But the scientific progress of west- 
ern Europe gradually drove the desert 
warriors back. Machinery and techni- 


‘eal accuracy overbore the fanatical 
fury of the Moslems and Europe estab- 
lished its domination even in the 
fertile crescent itself. Not, however, 
without much resentment in the heart 
of Islam. The desert tribes have re- 
mained restive, ready to fly at Chris- 
tian throats when the opportunity of- 
fered. and when it did not, venting 
their fury Oh others of their own peo- 
om. + 

The Islam is as-badly cut up into 


sects as Christianity. Ibn Saud, th 
Sultan of Nejd, the heart of Arabia, 


is the leader of a fundamentalist sect 
of hide-bound dogmatists. He has won 
his people by adding the Hedjaz to 
his domains, but they are growing 
restive again. They demand activity— 
fighting. Are not Koweit and Trans- 
jordania in the hands of unorthodox 
tribes, backed by Christians? Is the 
sultan asleep? Is not a “holy war” de- 


manded? And the sultan—awake to 
the precariousness of his own. posi- 
tion—decides that it is.

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Things New and Old About the Bible

THE CRUSADE FOR PEACE 
CONTINUED. 


What is our situation today. Lloyd 
George has said in effect that our 
danger was that as we were removed 
farther from the awful horror of the 
late war we would begin to tone down 
its hideous guilt. We have now be- 
gun to trifle with the most tremen- 
dous tragedy of all time. We have 
military leaders who would make com- 
pulsory in our. schools and colleges 
a system of militarism for which we 
gave Germany the most severe con- 
demnation in 1914, A colege presi- 
dent says: “The battle for war is 
being fought today in our schools and 


colleges, The war department through | 


government appropriations has mil- 
lions of dollars at its disposal to 
build the war spirit in the minds of 
our youth,” 

Dr. S. P. Cadman, president of 
the Federal Council of Churches, in 
an address _in Brooklyn, which was 
interrupted by some reserve officer, 
said: “In brief, take the war de- 
partment out of the public schools of 
the United States and keep it out. It 
is unwise and in the real sense un- 
patriotic to introduce in these schools 
the very things we denounced so bit- 
terly in our adversaries in the late 
war. Making military training com- 
pulsory by college edicts, refusing aca- 


demic degrees to students on any other | 


ground than academic unfitness, and 
créating the vicious atmosphere of 
villification around those students 
who refuse military training as cow- 
ard and poltroon is about as un- 
American a procedure as I know. It 
is entirely adverse to the spirit and 
the principles of the constitution and 
tite Declaration of Independence. We 
have refused compulsory training for 
ourselves; why should it be forced on 
our sons as part of the price of their 
education?” 

Dr. Frederick Lynch writes: “J 
think that if Christians bring another 
1914 upon the world it will be hard for 
anyone to believe that their doctrines 
are anything but arid imaginings. 
Only Christ will remain the adored 
and lovely one to the Quakers and a 
few others.” 

The warfare of the future, which 
demands far more courage than mili- 
tary warfare is the war against war. 
To oppose the selfish interests which 
sponsor the war system is to en- 
couhter an opposition as fierce as that 
which brought Jesus to the cross. 

Before the coming of Christ an 
angel announced His incarnation and 
another angel announced the program 
of the incarnate Christ as peace on 
earth. It is a curious spectacle of 
orthodoxy which believes the mes- 
sage of the first angel and practically 
scoffs at the message of the second 
angel. It is passing strange that we 
have preachers even who are in ac- 
cord with the United States senator 
who cries: “Your miracle of peace on 
earth is impossible. I will not be- 
lieve it.” 

A man may swallow in totality 
every word of the Apostles’ Creed, 
the Westminster Confession of Faith, 
and the Methodist Articles of Faith, 
but if he is a stand-pat militarist he 
is an outhroken and dangerous heretic. 

Between the position of Dr. 8S. P. 


Cadman in his denunciation of war 
and the position of Dr. John Roach 
Straton with his notion that there 
can be no peace on earth until Jesus 
sets up His physical kingdom any man 
who has not an incurable softening 
of the theological brain can but choose 
the former position. 


The. recent protest against eom- 
pulsory military training in varions 
colleges throughout the country, the 
action taken against it by the 28 


religious denominations represented at! : 


the conference in Washington Jast De- 
cember, and a similar action by the 
college youth recently gathered in con- 
vention, all combine to emphasize the 
fact that compulsion in this matter 
is becoming an acute issue. 

I am most concerned over the flag- 
rant break of the church institutions 
with their own highest traditions. 

What has come over the spirit of 
our dreams, when church institutions 
in one sentence set forth a glittering, 
toothless generality about orthodoxy, 
and in the next sentence make a dec- 
laration in favor of compulsory mili- 
tary training? If this be orthodoxy 
then the less we have the better. 

I do not propose to be a heretic 
of any kind, but if I were com pelled 
to choose some form of heresy I 
would choose a form concerning some 
abstruse metaphysical doctrine of the 
nature of deity which nobody under- 
stands, rather than a heresy which 
denies and ignores the manifest spirit 
and love and purpose of Jesus Christ. 
[ am unable+to harmonize with the 
ecclesiastical type of mind which in 
one breath makes a declaration § of 
orthodoxy in words perfectly true and 
perfectly harmless and in another 
breath when a real vital issue is in- 
volved declares in favor of a Prus- 
sian militarism of the old regime, 

Shall we as churchmen in one breath 
proclaim loyalty to doctrinal tradi- 
tions and in the next breath break 
with the best traditions of our institu- 
tions by thrusting upon our own sons 
that which we were unwilling to bear. 

The church institutions should serve 
notice on the war department that 
Christian colleges cannot be bought 
with a few pieces of silver. 

I am confident we would make much 
better progress if it were not for 
some preachers. The reactionary forces 
are always able to enlist the support 
of certain preachers of the priestly 
and static type. 

These sinister forces say in effect 
to the preacher, you already have a 
cinch on your heavenly reward and 
we will see to it that your earthly 
reward is secure. A former moderator 
whose name is well known, “The tall 
pine of the Sierras” excused himself 
from attending the chaplains’ training 
camp with the permission of the war 
department that he might remain in 
his pulpit and preach against “these 
seditious pacifists.”” The motto of this 
militaristic preacher is ‘Teach the 
boys to shoot.” “Verily, verily I 
say unto you he shall have his re- 
ward.’ Even if the munition makers 
have to reward him. 

It may be supposed that. his choir 
caught the spirit of his devotion and 
sang:

Retired Forestry Chief : 


Editor Constitution: Only a few 
weeks ago, in an address in San 
Francisco before the national organi- 
zation of state forestry officials, it 
‘was pointed out by Chief William B. 
Greeley, of the United States forest 
service, that greater progress in for- 
estry is being made in our southeast-| 
ern states than anywhere else in the 
country. This progress may date back 
for. only a few years, as far as out- 
standing results have shown, but Colo- 
nel Greeley is perhaps in better posi- 
tion than anyone else to know what 
effort and painstaking plans, over a 
much longer period of years, were re- 
quired to’ bring about these results 
in this section. Surely, the splendid 
cooperation and keen interest. shown 
by the chief forester of our federal 
government has played a very promi- 
nent part in the forestry progress of 
the south. As a Georgian and as a 
southerner, 1 wish to express public-| 
ly my high regard for Colonel Gree- 
ley and a deep appreciation of his 
services to our state and to our south- 
land, throughout the long period of 
planning and efforts to arouse public 
sentiment for a definite forestry pol- 
icy. 

On many occasions, whew the south- 
ern forestry congress, the Georgia 
Forestry association, and similar or- 
ganizations were in need of some spe- 
cial service, we have. always found! 
Colonel Greeley both willing and anx- 
ious to help to the limit of bis au- 
thority and ability. 

If there has ever been any feeling 
of federal superiority on the part of 
some minor officials in Washington, 
this was never the .case with Colonel 
Greeley. Always courteous and ready 
to cooperate, the chief forester has also 
proven to be a comstant and consistent 
heliever in “state rights,” and he has 
demonstrated time and again his great 
interest in our problem of forestry 
here in the south.

The over-production of Inmber in 
the Pacifie northwest has very seri- 
ously affected the lumber business for 
many months, and today we find a 
ruinous competition in the lumber 
market, with inferior products and 
cut-throat prices which are driving 
many good lumbermen out of business 
in the south and causing many lum- 
ber dealers throughout the country to 
this condition. 

Our problem of forestry in the south 
is to grow timber for its proper use 
at the proper time, and produce a 
good quality of forest products that 
can be sold at a reasonahle price to 
the public consumer. New forest crops 
will also solve our idle land problem 
in the south, but our past experience 
of over-production of lumber in_ this 
section has been a repetition of the 
situation in the Jake states and other 
sections where vast areas of cut-over 
forest lands remain as a blanket of 
debt and as non-taxpaying property. 
The many natyral advantages we 
have in the south—our long growipg 
seasons; tree species of rapid growth ; 
and nearness to markets at home and 
abroad, demand that state departments 
of forestgy be given adequate support 
for leadership and cooperation in each 
of our southern states. 


Perhaps no greater progress has 
been made'‘in forestry by any state 
than has been witnessed here in Geor- 
gia, siftce the legislature of 1925 en- 
acted out present forestry act. But the 
possibilities of future development are 
almost unlimited in this state and the 
attention for foresters elsewhere have 
been attracted by outstanding demon- 
strations of reforestation in south 
Georgia and the work of timber land 


owners in fire prevention throughout | 


the state. 

We trust and believe that Colonel 
Greeley will become a large factor 
in getting the Pacific northwest 
“headed toward a better handling of 
its forest resources,” both from the 
standpoint of the best interests of that 
section and also for the results that 
would be beneficial to the south, when 
inferior forest products will no longer 
flogd the markets to weaken indus- 
trial development or endanger eco- 
nomic laws. 

Some of us may not live to see 
Georgia - growing green from the 
mountains to the sea, with no idle 
land problem and with every acre of 
our blessed soil put to its best use 
in the production of food or feed or 
forest crops, but future generations 
will see this. Our boys and girls are 
becoming aroused to this imperative 
need, and the increasing number of 
letters received from the youth of our 
state, requesting information on this 
subject, is the hopeful sign from 
which the Georgia. Forestry associa- 
tion derives greatest satisfaction.

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Atlanta’s Public Schools 


What They Are Doing—What They Are Trying To Do. 


This is the twentieth of a series 
of articles on the Atlanta public 
schools, prepared under. the direc- 
tion of the Personnel Association of 
Atlanta. They are published with a 
view of informing parents and the 
public about the schools and their 
work. The entire series will be dis- 
cussed. 

Music in the Primary Grades, 

“Education should give an equip- 
ment of knowledge, skill, appreciation 
and ideals as will fit the pupils to live 
a reasonable practical, useful, happy 
and satisfied life.” 

Any system that fails to provide for 
the training and directions of the feel- 
ings and emotions is absolutely inade- 
quate to meet the needs of a civilized 
community. Music not only appeals 
to the highest emotional side of our 


nature, but also has practical com-; ;, 
“Music has power to} 


munity values. 
give him who takes part in it or list- 
ens to it deep spiritual satisfaction. 
Often it relieves mental and physical 
strain and exhaustion. But to obtain 
this effect the individual must persen- 
ally come into close contact with mu- 
sic, must love it and desire to have it 
as a part of his daily life.” Feeling 
for tone and rhythm is inherent or 
latent in almost every individual, but 
most easily developed and trained in 
early childhood. In fact, if allowed to 
lie dormant until adolescent or adult 
life, often it is difficult to arouse or 
develop. 

Many children enter kindergarten 
unable to sing or even “match tones” 
or to respond rhythmically to the sim- 
plest march. This doesn’t at all mean 
that the child is lacking in music 
ability or capacity. Until the child is 
5 or 6 years old his vocal cords are 
very weak. His tonal memory is very 
short. He often has not learned to 
distinguish between the speaking or 
singing voice. This is largely a ques- 
tion of ear training and partly a ques- 
tion of learning voice control. It is 
in the kindergarten that a child learns 
to listen to “match tones” and eventu- 
ally. to sing a little song, keeping his 
voice in tune with the voices of his 
classmates. He learns to distinguish 
between the beautiful and the ugly 
tones and is trained to prefer the beau- 
tiful. His voice is not so much trained 
as his ear and his taste, but his voice 
is preserved. 

Voice Improvement. 
: Have you ever been irritated by be- 
ing forced to listen to the rasping high- 
pitched discordant voice of someone 
with whom you came in contact? In 
the kindergarten a child is trained to 
speak as well as té sing with a pleas- 
ing. tone quality, The ears of Sis 
friends will not be rasped by a harsh, 
cracked voice as he grows older, Not

all of the children learn to use their 
voices properly in the kindergarten. 
It has been found that by proper train- 
ing 85 per cent [earn to use their 
voices by the end of the year in the 
kindergarten—in some cases the per- 
centage is higher, in others a little 
lower. The percentage at the end of 
the first year is usually increased, to 
90 per cent, at the end of the second 
year 95 per cent, and by the end of 
the third year practically all of the 
children have gained use of a singing 
voice (unless physically handicapped) 
and have developed a more pleasing 
speaking tone through listening and 
responding, rhythmically to such music 
of varied types as marches, skips, 
runs, etc. He gains control over his 
large and small muscles. He moves 
rhythmically and gains in poise. This 
is conducive to health. 

In addition to these things he real- 
es a real joy in performance. In the 
kindergarten the child plays the drum, 
the triangle, belis, tambourine and 
cymbals. Through all of this his sense 
of rhythm is further trained, his in- 
terest is kept alive and habits of alert- 
ness, concentration and control are 
further developed. He learns to sub- 
ordinate and control his instrument 
as he does his voice, so that it may 
sound well with other instruments. 

Make Own Instruments. 

First and second grade children and 
children in the ungraded .classes often 
make their own drums, tambourines 
and rattles. Some experience is gained 
with tonal instruments by the use of 
the xylophone, a toy piano, or glasses 
also may be tuned to contribute to 
their musical equipment. 
the band and through listening to se- 
lections over the Victrola and radio, 
the child becomes familiar with many 


instruments and develops an interest 


in bands and orchestras. He also be- 
comes familiar with the best types of 
mnsie and his standards gre raised. 

The work in the kindergarten is 
eontinued in the first grade because of 
better vocal control, longer tonal mem- 
ory and more concentration he is able 
to learn more songs. He learns to dis- 
tinguish between high and low tones, 
that is to tell the general direction of 
a little tune. 

When a child enters the second 
grade he has good vocal habits and 
well-developed ‘feeling for simple 
rhythms and a rich musical back- 
ground, consisting of a wide variety 
of good music, heard, sung and inter- 

reted by band or by bodily response. 

hrough school songs he has learned 
the scale with syllable names. He is 
now prepared to translate some of 
these ear tones and rhythms fo eye 
pictures. A study of notation or sight 
reading is begun, but it doeg not prove 
the “‘bug-bear” it has so often heen 
considered. New methods of approach 
suited to the child arouse and hold his 
interest,

grades, the means by which he may 
be enabled to sing part songs, more in- 
teresting to him and more suitable to 
his physical development. At the 
same time he is aequiring skill in 
reading music, since what he reads is 
necessarily quite simple. He is learn- 
ing through imitation many lovely, in- 
teresting songs, the poetic in content, 


tending to supplant the dramatic of 


previous years. 

Musie appreciation is interwoven 
with all other musical activities. Once 
a week, beginning in the first grade, 
each class hears and learns to appre- 
ciate music other than that provided 
by their own singing and playing. 
Through these Jessons he becomes fa- 
miliar with such instruments as the 
violin, cello, harp, flute and trumpet. 
He learns to distinguish between dif- 
ferent types of pieces and moods sug- 
gested, as the lullaby, march, minuet, 
etc., and each year he has added an 
increasing number of “memory gems,” 
lovely melodies which he knows by 
name, can hum, which belong to him 
as long as he lives. 

Summing up, the music consists of a 
combination of intellectual and emo- 
tional training, involving note singing, 
sight singing, theory and listening to 
a large amount of the best music. 

This training in the lower elenten- 
tary grades has four ‘important re- 
sults: First, it exerts definite bene- 
fiieal effect upon the physical, mental 
and spiritual life of the individual. 
It helps to train the emotions. Second, 
it provides an excellent type of intel- 
lectual training. Third, it has a high 
value as a socializing force. (A nation 
or a people that sings together pulls 
together.) Fourth, it*proves one of 
the most important agencies for bring- 
ing about a worthy use of leisure,

; Little Rock, Ark., March 12, - 1928, 


SUNDAY HEALTH TALKS

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STICKING TO THE STORY. 

January 15 we commented on the 
vital blunder of the American Red 
Cross first aid and life saving instruc- 
tion and urged that the error in the 
technic of Schaefer's prone pressure 


resuscitation as taught by Red Cross} 


instructors and publications be cor- 
rected. 

January 20 there appeared in the 
regular weekly public health reports of 
the public health bureau of the treas- 
ury department (health is wealth, 
sure!) detailed instructions and three 
illustrations showing “How to Give 
Artificial Respiration by the Prone 
Pressure Method,” and a footnote in- 
forms us that the method as_ describ- 
ed in the article has heen “approved” 
by the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph company; American Red Cross; 
American Gas association; Bethle- 
hem Steel company; National Electric 
Light association; National Safety 
council; bureau of medicine and 
surgery, navy department; office of 
the surgeon general, war department ; 
United States bureau of mines; United 
States bureay of standards, and 
United States public health service. 
Gosh, that would seem to sanction and 
consecrate the error, for the descrip- 
tion and pictures given in this article 
both teach that the subject's hand or 
forearm should be placed under the 
subject’s forehead. One striking thing 
} about this article in the public health 
bureau's official organ is that the 
name of Schaefer, who devised and 
introduced this prone pressure method 
of artificial respiration, is not men- 
tioned. One wonders whether that is 
significant.. Perhaps Schaefer de- 
clines to “approve” the change in 
technic which all these influential aud 
representative bodies have “approved.’ 
And so poor Schaefer is quietly drop- 
Pped out of it. 

Roy Scouts are generally taught the 
faulty technic. One wonders whether 
the Boy Scout organization was over- 
looked by the conference of organiza- 
tions “approving” the faulty method, 
or whether perhaps thé y Scout 
leaders have decided to correct the er- 
rer and teach only the Schaefer meth- 
od as Schaefer gave it to the world. 

Officers of some of the organiza- 
tions concerned have taken cognizance 
of my appeal to the extent of inquir- 
ing whether the error to which I call- 
ed attention is of the same degree of 
importance in resuscitation from elec- 
trie shock’or gas asphyxiation as it is 
in resuscitation from drowning. 

Before we answer that, let us make 
clear to the casual reader what error 
we are talking about. In Schaefer's 
prone pressure resuscitations the ‘sub- 
ject is placed prone (belly on ground) 
and his hands palm down on either 
side of or above his head, and his 
head turned to one side to make sure 
the nose and mouth shall be free for 
breathing. In this position gravity 
alone will carry any water that may 
be in the breathing passages out 
through the nose and mouth. Now 
if you lift the subject’s head even by 
the thickness of, hand, wrist or fore-

Editor Constitution: Only a few 
weeks ago, in an address in San 
Franciseo before the national organi- 
zation of state forestry officials, it 
‘was pointed out by Chief William B. 
Greeley, of the United States forest 
service, that greater progress in for- 
estry is being made in our southeast- 
ern states than anywhere else in the 
country. This progress may date back 
for. only a few years, as far as out- 
standing results have shown, but Colo- 
nel Greeley is perhaps in better posi- 
tion than anyone else to know what 
effort and painstaking plans, over a 
much longer period of years, were re- 
quired to’ bring about these results 
in this section. Surely, the splendid 
cooperation and keen interest. shown 
by the chief forester of our federal 
government has played a very promi- 
nent part in the forestry progress of 
the south. As a Georgian and as 4a 
southerner, 1 wish to express public- 
ly my high regard for Colonel Gree- 
ley and a deep appreciation of his 
services to our state and to our south- 
land, throughout the long period of 
planning and efforts to arouse public 
sentiment for a definite forestry pol- 
icy. 

‘On many occasions, whem the south- 
ern forestry congress, the Georgia 
Forestry association, and similar or- 
ganizations were in need of some spe- 
cial service, we have. always found 
Colonel Greeley both willing and anx- 
ious to help to the limit of bis au- 
thority and ability. 

If there has ever been any feeling 
of federal superiority on the part of 
some minor officials in Washington, 
this was never the .case with Colonel 
Greeley. Always courteous and ready

What is our situation today. Lloyd 
George has said in effect that our 
danger was that as we were removed 
farther from the awful horror of the 
late war we would begin to tone down 
its hideous guilt. We have now be- 
gun to trifle with the most tremen- 
dous tragedy of all time. We have 
military leaders who would make com- 
pulsory in Our schools and colleges 
a system of militarism for which we 
gave Germany the most severe con- 
demnation in 1914. A colege presi- 
dent says: “The battle for war is 


being fought today in our schools and 
colleges, The war department through | 
government appropriations has mil- | 
lions of dollars at its disposal to 
build the war spirit in the minds of 
our youth.” 

Dr. S. P. Cadman, president of 
the Federal Council of Churches, in 
au address in Brooklyn, which was 
interrupted by some reserve officer, 
said: “In brief, take the war de- 
partment out of the public schools of 
the United States and keep it out. It 
is unwise and in the real sense un- 
patriotic to introduce in these schools 
the very things we denounced so bit- 
terly in our adversaries in the late 
war.

The over-production of Iumber in 
the Pacifie northwest has very seri- 
ously affected the Jumber business for 
many months, and today we find a 
ruinous competition in the lumber 
market, with inferior products and 
cut-throat prices which are driving 
many good lumbermen out of business 
in the south and causing many lum- 
ber dealers throughout the country to 
suffer from this condition. 

Our problem of forestry in the south 


| is to grow timber for its proper use 


at the proper time, and produce a 
good quality of forest products that 
can be sold at a reasonahle price to 
the public consumer., New forest crops 
will also solve our idle land problem 
in the south, but our past experience 
of over-production of lumber in this 
section has been a repetition of the 
situation in the Jake states and other 
sections where vast areas of cut-over 
forest lands remain as a blanket of 
debt and as non-taxpaying property. 
The many natyral advantages we 
have in the south—our long growips 
seasons; tree species of rapid growth ; 
and nearness to markets at home and 
abroad, demand that state departments 
of forestgy be given adequate support 
for leadership and cooperation in each 
of our southern states, 

Perhaps no greater progress has 
heen made ‘in forestry by any state 
than has been witnessed here in Geor- 
gia, since the legislature of 1925 en- 
acted out present forestry act. But the 
possibilities of future development are 
almost unlimited in this state and the 
attention for foresters elsewhere have 
been attracted by outstanding demon- 
strations of reforestation in south 
Georgia and the work of timber land 
owners in fire prevention throughout | 
the state. | 

We trust and believe that Colonel 
Greeley will become a large factor 
in getting the Pacifie northwest 
“headed toward a better handling of 
its forest resources,” both from the 
standpoint of the best interests of that 
section and also for the results that 
would be beneficial to the south, when 
inferior forest products will no longer 
flogd the markets to weaken indus- 
trial development or endanger eco- 
nomic laws. 

Some of us may not live to see 
Georgia growing. green from the 
mountains to the sea, with no idle 
land problem and with every acre of 
our blessed soil put to its best use 
in the production of food or feed or 
forest crops, but future generations 
will see this. Our boys and girls are 
becoming aroused to this imperative 
need, and the increasing number of 
letters received from the youth of our 
state, requesting information on this 
subject, is the hopeful sign from 
which the Georgia. Forestry associa- 
tion derives greatest satisfaction.

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Atlanta’s Public Schools 


What They Are Doing—What They Are Trying To Do. 


This is the twentieth of a series 
of articles on the Atlanta public 
schools, prepared under the direc- 
tion of the Personnel Association of 
Atlanta. They are published with a 
view of informing parents and the 
public about the schools and their 
work. The entire series will be dis- 


cussed. 
Music in the Primary Grades, 

“Education should give an equip- 
ment of knowledge, skill, appreciation 
and ideals as will fit the pupils to live 
a reasonable practical, useful, happy 
and satisfied life.” 

Any system that fails to provide for 
the training and directions of the feel- 
ings and emotions is absolutely inade- 
quate to meet the needs of a civilized 
community. Music not only appeals 
to the highest emotional side of our 
nature, but also has practical com- 
munity values. “Music has power to 
give him who takes part in it or list- 
ens to it deep spiritual satisfaction. 
Often it relieves mental and physical 
strain and exhaustion. But to obtain 
this effect the individual must person- 
ally come into close contact with mu- 
sic, must love it and desire to have it 
as a part of his daily life.” Feeling 
for tone and rhythm is inherent or 
latent in almost every individual, but 
most easily developed and trained in 
early childhood. In fact, if allowed to 
lie dormant until adolescent or adult 
life, often it is difficult to arouse or 
develop. 

Many children enter kindergarten 
unable to sing or even “match tones” 
or to respond rhythmically to the sim- 
plest march. This doesn’t at all mean 
that the child is Jacking in music 
ability or capacity. Until the child is 
5 or 6 years old his vocal cords are 
very weak. His tonal memory is very 
short. He often has not learned to 
distinguish between the speaking or 
singing voice. This is largely a ques- 
tion of ear training and partly a ques-

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all of the children learn to use their 
voices properly in the kindergarten. 
It has been found that by proper train- 
ing 85 per cent learn to use their 
voices by the end of the year in the 
kindergarten—in some cases the per- 
centage is higher, in others a little 
lower. The percentage at the end of 
the first year is usually increased, to 
90 per cent, at the end of the second 
year 95 per cent, and by the end of 
the third year practically all of the 
children have gained use of a singing 
voice (unless physically handicapped) 
and have developed a more pleasing 
speaking tone through listening and 
responding rhythmically to such music 
of varied types as marches, skips, 
runs, etc. He gains control over his 
large and small muscles. He moves 
rhythmically and gains in poise, This 
is conducive to health. 

In addition to these things he real- 
izes a real joy in performance. In the 
kindergarten the child plays the drum, 
the triangle, bells, tambourine and 
cymbals. Through all of this his sense 
of rhythm is further trained, his in- 
terest is kept alive and habits of alert- 
ness, concentration and control are 
further developed. He learns to sub- 
ordinate and control his instrument 
as he does his voice, so that it may 
sound well with other instruments. 

Make Own Instruments. 

First and second grade children and 
children in the ungraded classes often 
make their own drums, tambourines 
and rattles. Some experience is gained 
with tonal instruments by the use of 
the xylophone, a toy piano, or glasses 
also may be tuned to contribute to 
their musical equipment. Through 
the band and through listening to se- 
lections over the Victrola and radio, 
the child becomes familiar with many 
instruments and develops an interest 
in bands and orchestras. He also be- 
comes familiar with the best types of 
music and his standards gre raised. 

The work in the kindergarten is 
continued in the first grade because of 
better vocal control, longer tonal mem- 
ory and more concentration he is able 
to learn more songs. He learns to dis- 
tinguish between high and low tones, 
that is to tell the general direction of 
a little tune. 

hen a child enters the second 
grade he has good vocal habits and 
well-developed ‘feeling for simple 
rhythms and a rich musical back- 
ground, consisting of a wide variety 
of good music, heard, sung and inter- 
— by band or by bodily response. 
hrough school songs he has learned 
the scale with syllable names. He is 
now prepared to translate some of 
these ear tones and rhythms fo eye 
pictures. A study of notation or sight 
reading is begun, but it doeg not prove 
the “bug-bear” it has so often been 
considered. New methods of approach 
suited to the child arouse and hold his 
interest. . 

It becomes a fascinating game, and 
he writes and reads what he has previ-' 
ously learned to hear. He gains’ fur- 
ther training i@ accurate 
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as the child advances in the upper 
grades, the means by which he may 
be enabled to sing part songs, more in- 
teresting to him and more suitable to 
his physical development. At the 
same time he is aequiring skill in 
reading music, since what he reads is 
necessarily quite simple. He is learn- 
ing through imitation many lovely, in- 
teresting songs, the poetic in content, 
tending to supplant the dramatic of 
previous years. — 

Music appreciation is interwoven 
with all other musical activities. Once 
a week, beginning in the first grade, 
each class hears and learns to appre- 
ciate music other than that provided 
by their own singing and playing. 
Through these lessons he becomes fa- 
miliar with such instruments as the 
violin, cello, harp, flute and trumpet. 
He learns to distinguish between dif- 
ferent types of pieces and moods siuig- 
gested, as the lullaby, march, minuet, 
etc., and each year he has added an 
increasing number of “memory gems,” 
lovely melodies which he knows by 
name, can hum, which belong to him 
as long as he lives. 

Summing up, the music consists of a 
combination of intellectual and emo- 


tional training, involving note singing, | 


sight singing, theory and listening to 
a Jarge amount of the best music. 

This training in the lower elenten- 
tary grades has four ‘important re- 
sults: First, it exerts definite bene- 
fiieal effect upon the physical, mental 
and spiritual life of the individual. 
It helps to train the emotions, Second, 
it provides an excellent type of intel- 
lectual training. Third, it has a high 
value as a socializing force. (A nation 
or a people that sings together pulls 
together.) Fourth, it*proves one o 
the most important agencies for bring- 
ing about a worthy use of leisure,

And is it not true that the manipu- 
lations were made possible by an ad- 
ministration which allowed reports, 
based largely on guess-work, to be 
given out by the department of agri- 
culture?

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STICKING TO THE STORY. 
January 15 we commented on the 


vital blunder of the American Red | 


Cross first aid and life saving instruc- 
tion and urged that the error in the 
technic of Sehaefer’s prone pressure 


resuscitation as taught by Red Cross 
instructors and publications be cor- 
rected. 

January 20 there appeared in the 
regular weekly public health reports of 
the public health bureau of the treas- 
ury department (health is wealth, 
sure!) detailed instructions and three 
illustrations showing “How to Give 
Artificial Respiration by the Prone 
Pressure Method,” and a footnote in- 
forms us that the method as describ- 
ed in the article has heen “approved” 
by the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph company; American Red Cross; 
American Gas association; Bethle- 
hem Steel company; National Electric 
Light association; National Safety 
council; bureau of medicine and 
surgery, navy department; office of 
the surgeon general, war department ; 
United States bureau of mines; United 
States bureay of standards, and 
United States public health service. 
Gosh, that would seem to sanction and 
consecrate the error, for the descrip- 
tion and pictures given in this article 
both teach that the subject's hand or 
forearm should be placed under the 
subject’s forehead. One striking thing 
about this article in the public health 
bureau's official organ is that the 
name of Schaefer, who devised and 
introduced this prone pressure method 
of artificial respiration, is not men- 
tioned, One wonders whether that is 
significant.. Perhaps Schaefer de- 
clines to “approve” the change in 
technie which all these influential and 
representative bodies have “approved. 
And so poor Schaefer is quietly drop- 
Pped out of it. 

Roy Scouts are generally taught the 
faulty technic. One wonders whether 
the Boy Scout organization was over- 
looked by the conference of organiza- 
tions “approving” the faulty method, 
or whether perhaps thé Boy Scout 
leaders have decided to correct the er- 
ror and teach only the Schaefer meth- 
od as Schaefer gave it to the world. 

Officers of some of the organiza- 
tions concerned have taken cognizance 
of my appeal to the extent of inquir- 
ing whether the error to which I call- 
ed attention is of the same degree of 
importance in resuscitation from elec- 
tric shock’or gas asphyxiation as it is 
in resuscitation from drowning. 

Before we answer that, let us make 
clear to the casual reader what error 
we are talking about. In Schaefer's 
prone pressure resuscitations the ‘sub- 
ject is placed prone (belly on ground) 
and his hands palm down on either 
side of or above his head, and his 
head turned to one side to make sure 
the nose and mouth shall be free for 
breathing. In this position gravity 
alone will carry any water that may 
be in the breathing passages out 
through the nose and mouth. Now 
if you lift the subject’s head even by 
the thickness of. hand, wrist or fore- 
arm, you defeat gravity, and \perhaps 
turn the scale against’ recovery. 

I know perfectly well that in drown- 
ing there may be little or no water in 
the breathing passages. But I have

~ Two months or more ahead of grad- 


nation, more than half of the 1928 
graduates of the Georgia School of 
Technology have already secured em- 
ployment at good salaries. The first 
of June will see yirtnally all the rest 
similarly placed, according to an- 
nouncements Saturday of the heads 
of departments at the school. 
‘ The students will be paid $110 to 
$150 a month in their new positions 
directly after graduation. They. will 
have chances of promotion in some 
of the most important enterprises. in 
the country. They got their places 
either direct or’ through the College 
Placement office. : 
That more graduates have not al- 
ready been placed is due to the fact 
that many ofthe students have not 
yet decided just where they will go. 


‘| In the case of the chemistry depart- 


ment the demand, it was stated, is 
later in making its appearance than 
the others. Virtually every course has 
a good demand for its trained grad- 
uates, 

In the case of the mechanical en- 
gineering department, of which Pro- 
fessor R. S. King is thé direetor, the 
demand is exceptionally strong, Last 
year it was four times greater than 
the supply. To dat® over half of the 
graduates have been placed. One stu- 


dent will go. to. the Westinghouse 
Manufacturing. company (eastern tur- 
bine work); two to the General Elec- 
trie (steam turbine and other shop 
production); one to construction 
work; three to super-power plant op- 
erations, and three to engineering sales 
work. One will go to Yale on a schol- 
arship. 

Of. the 50. graduates tn the elec- 


‘trical engineering department, 31 have 


already heen placed in good positions 
paying from $110 to $125 a month. 
Professor Thomas W. Fitzgerald re- 
ported that his department had more 
offers of positions than students to 
supply them. In several cases, he said, 
the employing companies will give the 
men a year’s training in their plants 


and then transfer them ‘to perma- 


nent locations. Most of them, he said, 
would return to places in the south. 

The following important concerns 
have spoken for graduates: Western 
Union, Otis: Elevator company. West- 
inghouse Electric, General Electric. 
Allis-Chalmers company, Southern 
Bell, Alabama Power company, Stone 
& Webster, North Carolina Light and 
Power company and the Brooklyn Edi- 
son company. 

The cooperative course is one of 
the most popular ones at Tech. It 
includes mechanical and electrical en-

This course will have 23 
graduates in 1928, of whom half have 
already been placed in good Hye occ 
according to Professor H. 58. Busby, 
head of the department. The rest, he 
said, will find places within the next 
three weeks. 

Several of the graduates will go to 
Georgia’ and Carolina cotton mills in 
various capacities. Four will go into 
commission house work and two in dye 
work. 

A great many of the graduates of 
the civil engineering course will go 
into highway work,, which is active 
now in the south, especially in Geor- 
gid. Other departments are not quite 
ready to report, but all will place 
their graduates in good positions by 
the end of the school year.

The aristocratic exterior lines of 
the car are modeled after those of the 
true brougham and are suggestive of 
the romantic days of coach and tal- 
ly-ho.

Starts Opera 


3,000,000 Plan 


ting April 1 


Pontiac, Mich., March 17.—Last 
week, less than four months after 
the first rattle of pneumatic hammers 
signalized the commencement of the 
latest expansion project of the Oak- 
land Motor Car company, the new $3,- 
000,000 car assembly and shipping 
buildings for the Oakland All-Ameri- 
can six were completed and pro- 
nounced ready for the installation of 
conveyors, processing equipment and 
machinery. 

The speed with which the buildings 
were erected is believed to constitute 
a record for this type of steel, brick 
and concrete construction. 

The new structures provide the cdm- 
pany with 580,191 square feet of ad- 
ditional floor space besides five more 
railroad shipping spurs, four of them 
entirely within the walls of the ship- 
ping building. The company now has 
10 traeks in its private. “railroad 
yard.” 

Nearly all of the machinery to be 
used in the Oakland assembly will 
he entirely new, The old assembly 
plant will cease operating on March 
24 in order that a portion of the equip- 
ment now in use may be transferred 
to the new assembly. President A. R. 
Glancy expects that production in the 
new plant will start April 8. The old 


assembly building will be used for ma” 


terial storage. 

Two assembly lines will be installed 
and space has been provided for a 
third assembly line such as was added 


recently in the Pontiac six assembly, 


plant which parallels that of the Oak- 
land six. Minimum production- ca- 
pacity of each line in the new Oak- 
land plant is 40 cars per hour. 

Lhe Oakland assembly building is of 
two-story monitor type construction, 
o40 by 640 feet. Besides the assem- 
bly lines it contains an entire new 
enameling unit for the treatment of 
Oakland fenders arid sheet metal. Ex- 
actly as in the Pontiae six plant, the 
converging lines of Oakland assembly 
parts and matertals will he so syn- 
chronized that the component parts 
of the car will be delivered at exactly 
the proper moment as the automobile 
progresses down the assembly line. 

The adjoining car shipping building 
is one story high, 108 feet wide and 
760 feet long. 

Some idea of the size of the Oak- 
land expansion project may be gained 
from data provided by L. A. Black- 
burn, resident engineer, who super- 
vised the construction work. 

Foundation excavations and the 
necessary roadway and railroad grad- 
involved the removal of 101.000 
cubie vards of earth. The contractors 
nsed 24.600 cubic rards of gravel, 
200 carloads of cinders and slag, 141,- 
000 bags of cement and 3.750 tons of 
structural steel. Incidentally the steel] 
work was finished in 43 working days, 
an average of 8&7 tons per day. In ad- 
dition, 160 tons of miscellaneous iron 
work was used for guard rails, door 
frames, conveyor-pit edgings, etc., and 
350 tons of steel for reinforcing con- 
crete. 

One million board feet of lumber 
was required for building construction 
and for making concrete forms. The

Washington, March 17.—(4)—An- 
other fight over radio legislation came 
into prospect at the capitol today, de- 
spite an announcement that the ma- 
jority of the house and senate con- 
ferees had reached an agreement on 
disputed points in a bill to extend for 
one year the life of the federal radio 
commission. 

The controversy springs from the 
refusal of Representative Davis, 
democrat, Tennessee, to accept a pro- 
viso added to his amendment to the 
bill to provide for allocation of radio 
wave lengths among states upon the 
basis of population. He said the 
added proviso would require such al- 
locations to be effected only “as and 
when” applications are made for li- 
censes in that, he argued, would pre- 
vent the commission from making 
changes in wave length assignments 
and would necessitate basing the pro- 
posed allocation upon the present 
brondeasting structure, 

Whether the controversy will evapo- 
rate before the house acts on the con- 
ference agreement early next week re- 
mains problematic, however, because 
Davis refused to say whether he in- 
tended to carry his objections to the 
house floor. Another of the house 
conferees, Bland, democrat, Virginia, 
pepperies Davis’ views. 

n addition to the allocation pro- 
viso, the bill as agreed upon by the 
conferees would restore the senate 
proposal to limit the extension of the 
commission's life to one year. The 
house had eliminated this. 

The house amendment’ to limit 
broadeasiing licenses to 90 days in- 
stead of six months as proposed by 
the senate was approved, while in re- 
gard to the life of commercial licenses 
the senate proposal for 12 months was 
accepted over the house suggestion for 
six months, 

Davis said that the conferees had 
approved a declaration of principle 
that “the people of all the zones are 
entitled to equality of broadcasting 
service both of transmission and re- 
ception, 

He added that the bill also would 
provide that in the event a “lack of 
applications for licenses, wave lengths, 
time allocations and station powér to 
which any zone is entitled, that the 
commission can assign these facilities 
temporarily to another zone.”

SOVIET SEIZES 
SUMMER HOME 
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Near Completion 
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With field work to begin this week, 
preparations hare been practically 
completed for taking the 1928 school 
census for the city of Atlanta, it was 
announeed Saturday. Under the di- 
rection of M. E. Coleman, director of 
census and attendance of the city 
schools, the census enumerators have 
been selected and now are taking a 
preliminary course of training in 
prepuration for the field work. 

The census is being made in aceord- 
ance with the state school law which 
provides tbat a school census 
be taken every fifth year, and par- 
ticular significance is attached to the 
census, because it is on the basis of 
this survey that the state school fund 
is apportioned, it is pointed out. 

Since the current census will deter- 
mine the amount of state funds given 
to the Atlanta schools for the entire 
five years, officials of the census urge 
the importance of proper cooperation 
on the part of parents and others. 

The census includes all boys and 
girls, both white and colored, who have 
passed their sixth birthday but have 
not reached their nineteenth, includ- 
ing those who are married and those 
who are working, as well as_ those 
who are in school. This also applies 
to loeal youths who are attending 
school outside the city, it is pointed

There is litile oceasion for the com- 
mon squabbling over finances, in the 
author's experiences, when a_ family 
uses team play in spending ifs in- 
come. It’s the fact that cooperation 
replaces worry that makes the budget 
the helpful thing it is. “Money, in- 
stead of being the cause of division. 
is made to yield sympathetically and 
unselfishness,” are the words of these 
authorities on wholesome marriages. 


: Trust Is Appreciated. 


It is difficult for the independent | 


wage earner to accept a sister's sub- 
mission to a high handed controlling 
of the family finances by the latter's 
husband. But there are wives, and 
a surprising number of them, even 
in this advanced day who have to ask 
for money and receive humiliatingly 
small handouts for the asking. In 
other ways the man may be generous 
enough, but nothing quite inspires a 
wife to devotion and sacrifice when 


it is needed so much as trust in her 


in money matters. 

There may be an occasional woman 
who does not know the value. of 
money and never will learn it. So are 
there irresponsible men and our hope 
is that nature prevents them from ever 
being drawn together into matrimony. 
But no woman ever learned the value 
of money unless it was entrusted her.

It will be preceded by sermons in all 
the churches of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, on April 29, devoted te edu- 
cation. 

The secretary of war, the secretary 
of the navy and other officials of the 
covernment will be invited to attend 
we me oO. SG demonstration ou 
Friday, May 4, and to review the 
troops. After the parade a rwegeet a 
tion of drill work and tactics will 
given at Grant field, to which the 
public will be invited. 

All Agencies Cooperate. 

Joining in the plans for the demon- 
stration and forming the committees 
to work out details are officials of 
the city and county schools, the Par- 
ent-Teacher associations, 
and officials of the various colleges 
and high schools and the chamber of 
commerce.

Makes Social Service Report 


The following report includes work 
done by the social service department 
of the Woman's Auxiliary of the 
ay Hills M. E. church for the year 


Committees are formed and function- 
Ing and quarterly reports have been 
sent to conference superintendent. Let- 
ters have been written in the interest 
of social service by the superintend- 
ent; 12,120 telephone calls hdve been 
made in the interest of auxiliary and 
church by committees; 3.870 visits 
have been made by circles; 2,000 
magazines have been distributed by 
the literature committee to individuals, 
to rural churches and auxiliaries and 
to institutions. Some of this litera- 
ture was sent to the state farm at 
Milledgeville and a quantity to moun- 
tain’ eng. $16.50 was voluntarily 
contributed to help buy a piano for the 
Jefferson Street church. 


‘One hundred and 
Were written in the interest of the 
child welfare bills and 30 question- 
maires answered for the inter-racial 
committee. A colored woman delegate 
Was sent to the Spelman Summer 
School for Christian Workers and her 
expenses paid. She afterwards made 
an interesting report of the benefit de- 
rived before this auxiliary; 114 gar- 
ments were made for the Decatur or- 
phanage by women of this auxiliary, 
about 75 women sewing two days. 
Four large boxes of splendid clothing 
were sent to the Mississippi flood suf- 
ferers. These contained 336 garments, 
valued at $121.30. Three other boxes 
containing clothing and bedding were 
sent by the circles. Two Loyal Tem- 
perance Legions were organized by W. 
C, T. U. representatives and temper- 
anee committee in institutions for 
children. Ten dollars was contribut-

Flowers and Trays. 

Flowers and trays have’been sent to 
the sick by the circles and the church; 
245 visits have been made to institu- 
tions by circles; 845 garments have 
been sent to the needy, one dozen 
chairs to the Georgia Children’s Home 
by one of the circles, 51 scrapbooks 
to children’s wards at Grady hos- 
pital, 65 books to Battle Hill sani- 
tarium. The jail committee has 
made 148 visits, to the governor, 
to judges, to the jail, to lawyers, 
to the prison commission and to the 
pardoning board, in the interest of 
prisoners and visits to their families. 
A piano was procured for the jail by 
this committee and flowers, magazines, 
fruit, food, stationery, stamps and 
many other things furnished for 
prisoners. Many letters were written 
for them. Numbers of religious serv- 
ices were eonducted and taken part 
in by this committee at the jail. 

Eighteen local institutions were 
many ways during the year. Fruits, 
candies, Easter eggs, Easter baskets, 
toys, books, flowers, magazines, etc., 
were carried to the hospitals, both pub- 
lic and private, to the wards both 
white and eolored and numberless 
bandages were rolled. 

Quantities of flowers were carried to 
the federal prison as well as to the 
jail. Flowers were planted in the 
boxes at the juvenile detention home 
and clothing furnished for the children 
there. Many boxes of clothing were 
sent to families in the country and in 


the mountain sections. Victrola records 
were furnished to the children’s ward 
at Battle Hill sanitarium and a wash 
rag shower given to the 39 children 
there. One little girl was clothed 
and looked after all the year. at the 
Battle Hill sanitarium for tubercular 
patients. 
Materials Furnished. 

Materials were furnished for 
girls to ma 
Georgia Training School for Girls. 
Candy, fruits and. magazines -were 
taken them. Religious services were 
conducted at the Y¥. W. C. A. Home 
made preserves were carried to the De- 
catur orphanage. A sewing class was 
conducted at the Home of the Friend- 
less. Several all-day sewings were 
held at the Georgia Children’s Home. 
There were three negro institutions 
included in the activities, who béne- 
fited from the service and good will 
shown as well as the. material aid 
given. 

Christmas joy was carried toa num- 
ber of ‘institutions, little children 
were looked after and made happy, 
and a number of children in the coun- 
try were overjoyed with full stockings 
and warm clothing at Christmas, who 
otherwise would have been overlooked. 

Twenty-eight Red Cross Christmas 
bags were Beautifully filled for sol- 
diers and marines on foreign shores 
and appreciative cards have been re- 
ceived from the men who received 
them. These bags were valued at $39.

Miss Hattie Rainwater Issues 
Letter to Fifth District Clubs 


Miss Hattie Rainwater, chairman 
nature science and nature education. 
fifth district, Georgia Federation of 
Women's Clubs, issues the following 
letter to the clubs; 

“Before mother’ nature puts her 
plant children to, sleep for the win- 
ter, each one makes his own planus 
for the spring awakening. Every flow- 
er and every leaf is built in perform 
form in miniature and carefully fold- 
ed away in soft blankets, rolled into 
heavy covers and sealed in with shel- 
lac or soine secret sealing wax of the 
plants’.own making, for protection 
against the winter cold. Because of 
this forebandedness most plants go 
to their winter sleep with no rest- 
lessness within and relax the whole 

- winter through without a single sigh 
and never know the story of cold 
winds, icicles, and frost on the out- 
‘ side—perfect ‘beauty sleep.’ Even be- 
fore the plants have reached the drow- 
sy stage, mother nature brings on her 
winter guard of woodpeckers to take 
care of the new growth under the 
bark, of nuthatches and. creepers to 
look after the tree trunks and large 
branches of titmice and chickadees to 
sees to the twigs and precious buds. 
Another battalion of juncos, white 
throated sparrows, to-whees, clipping 
sparrows and gold finches clear the 
soil of enemies and safeguard the 
roots. Fach little soldier knows his 
duty and stands by the winter through. 
Tree Folk. 

“But tree folk are temperamental 
just as are human folk, The alders 
and birches have a desire to the first 
to answer the call of spring ; so they 
put up their two types of flowers in 
separate buds and separate then from 
the leaves also. The staminate catkins 
are made as perfect little catkins in 
the fall and hung in sealed packages 
ready at an instant’s notice to hang 
their fringes out a banners to wel- 
come the march of spring. _ 

“Every mother of a large family has 
at least one child who delays the bed- 
suing ordeal until she feels the keen 
lash of parental displeasure, then dle- 
parts reluctantly, feeling terribly mus- 
treated. In mother nature’s well-or- 
dered family there is such an 
spring, the elm tree. As fust as the 
mother tree lays down the winter 
buds they grow right out into twigs. 
She lays down more buds and they 
come forth as twigs, until at last pun- 
ishment comes in the form of Jack 
Frost who kills the last buds and 
stops growth. But some good comes 
always from these persistent souls of 
the world; so with the elm. A mil- 
lion tiny twigs have grown out all 
over the tree making it so dainty and 
lacy that everyone exclaims over its 
graceful beauty. But the elm is a 
high-strung, restless tree soul and it 
wakes in the middle of the ‘winter 
night’ and puts little French knots 


ol {- 


in the form of blossoms all over these 
tiny twigs. Blossoms, sometimes lav- 
ender, sometimes a_ yellow-brown. 
They come so early and grow so rap- 
idly that only wide awake observers 
catch them before they are seeds. Then 
one windy day in early March this 
temperamental tree shakes its head, 
scatters her ripened seeds, closes her 
doors, and sleeps again until it is 
safe for young leaves to be out. 

“The maples are early risers, espe- 
cially the red maples, but it matters 
not how early they come, the alders 
and elms are always ahead of thet. 
The red maple makes up for tardi- 
ness in rich coloring when she covers 
her staminate tree with orange blos- 
soms and her pistillate tree with ,red, 
for the maple demands not only sep- 
arate rooms but separate houses for 
growing her pollen blossoms and her 
seed blossoms. The poplars and the 
willows next drape themselves in red 
and purple and yellow fringes. In 
a very short time sidewalks and 
stream banks are covered with these 
fluffy catkins afid tiny green ones have 
appeared, in turn to disappear in short 
order, floating on the wind like a 
million silk parachutes, The beeches 
and the oaks are first cousins and be- 
long to a steady, deliberate, conserv- 
ative family. They retire on time in 
the fall, sleep sound through the win- 
ter and do not stir until the other 
trees have dancing leaves. The beech 
is the dainty member of this wonder- 
ful family, her long, slender buds, her 
graceful downward curving branches, 
her smooth gray bark make her the 
beaufy of our woods in winter. 

Early Bloomers. 

“The plums and peaches are very 
early bloomers, coming just after the 
maples but apples and pears bring 
their leaves with the blossoms and 
are slower to appear. These members 
of the rose family carry that family 
characteristic, a delicate, pleasing 
fragrance, which tells all the world 
that blossom time is here. Scattered 
among the trees are the native shrubs 
with snowy blossoms, the great temp- 
tation to that part of our populace 
who can enjoy only with their hands. 
Redbud, crab-apple, sweet = shrub, 
azalea, in many colors, flowering dog- 
wood, small flowered dogwood, silver 
bells vibernum, haw in many species, 
fringe tree, spice bush, sassafras, all 
too precious to lose, grow along the 
roadsides and make the woods a joy. 
The woods carpets are dotted from 
the time of the first blue bird song 
with blood root, hepaticas, anemones, 
May apples, cinquefoil, ground ivy, 
yellow root, violets of. many kinds: 
Surely the call of Atlanta's woods 
must reach every one as it does the 
urmy of tiny warblers who will arrive 
shortly to take care of the leaves and 
blossoms as they come _ forth from 
their beauty sleep.”

Whether the pictvres are good or 
bad, or whether they are the kind the 
exhibitor wants for his patrons, 
makes little difference. The exhibitor 
must take the bad with the good and 
Show them all or lose money on what 
he does not show. 

The national congress of parents 
and teachers, at its national conven- 
tion in Austin, Texas, in 1925, went 


on record against block booking by 
passing a resolution condemning it. 

Three years have elapsed since that 
resolution was passed. Now the in- 
dependent exhibitors are supporting 
senate bill No. 1667, introduced by 
the Hon. Smith W. Brookhart, sen- 
ator from Iowa. This bill forbids the 
»bjectionable practice of block book- 
ing and its attendant evil, blind 
booking. 

As parents you realized as far back 
as 1925 that the block booking system 
was responsible for many unwhole- 
some pictures. The exhibitor is now 
fighting for the chance to select the 
right kind of pictures. He ig willing 
to shoulder his responsibility toward 
you—tbe public. This is your oppor- 
tunity, Write to your senators, Make 
every effort to have this bil passed. 

Other States. 


Service or thrift shops: Portland 
and. Des Moines councils conduct 
what they call “service” or “thrift” 
shops. Families. are often kept self- 
supporting because these shops enable 
them to buy second-hand clothing and 
household articles at a low price. 
Second-hand shoes for pupils are 
mended by the boys in the industrial 
arts classes, The rupning expenses of 
the shops—rent, telephone, salary of 
superintendent, etc.—are taken care 
of by the income from sales. 

School eafeterias: During 1926-27 
36 cafeterias were equipped or par- 
tially equipped by P.-T. A. in Los An- 
geles, at an expense of $6,702.35. 
Eight of these are managed by P.-T. 
A. members, while others hire a man- 
ager or cook, 

Visiting rural schools: A “‘caravan’’ 
including members of the Delaware 
Citizens’ association recently spent 
an evening going out from Wilming- 
ton and visiting five different rural 
parent-teacher meetings, Delaware is 
the outstanding state in rural parent- 
teacher organization, With such or- 
ganization in Georgia, and the lead- 
ing citizens paying them a personal 
visit, perhaps the attitude toward the 
equalization fund might improve. 

Prevention of colds: The Tennessee 
congress is making a systematic drive 
on “Prevention of Colds,” cooperat- 
ing with the state board of health. 

Minnesota’s four projects: Minne- 
sota P.-T. A. have adopted four spe- 
cifie projects for the year’s work: 
Safety instruction in every school; 
every local association in the sum- 
mer roundup; a dean of women for 
every high school, and promotion of 
band or orchestra for every school 
in the state. 

Study legislation: Portland, Oregon, 
parent-teacher council has organized 
a class to study legislation, the pur- 
pose being to push compulsory school 
laws, better teacher ~ training and 
consolidated schools and to ward 
against “embalming resolutions.”

rhetorically only when great force is 
desired: ‘Now Barrabbas was a rob- 
ber’ (John): ‘There’s milestones on 
the Dover Road’ (Mrs. F.’s aunt);

It is the strongest form, 
except perhaps the imperative: ‘Draw 
thy sword that if my speech offend 
a noble heart, thine arm may do thee 
justice.’ 

“You have to save up these shock 
effects for great occasions.- A good 
lead-off with the left is valuable; but 
imagine a boxer who had only that 
and nothing more! Your half-arm 
work is not crisp enough.”’ 


Another time, writing from Ireland 
“on a day too wet for boating and too 
rough for swimming,”’ he complained 
of shyness in my literary efforts. 


“A writer,” his letter runs, ‘‘must 
have a gift of intimacy, which is dan- 
gerous and offensive without good 
manners and tact. The middle classes 
have horrible manners, because they 
are always keeping strangers at a dis- 
tance, suspecting them of poverty or 
some other horrible crime. 


“‘Now a writer’s business is to make 
strangers feel at home with him. Most 
Englishmen cannot keep a shop suc- 
cessfully because they regard every 
customer as an intruder without an 
introduction. They have to scrape 
along with the mere necessities of 
their customers. As to keeping a pub- 
lic house or a hotel, only one man in 
a thousand can do it. 


“Turning to your letter, I see that 
it begins cheerfully with ‘G. Bernard 
Shaw, Esq.—Sir:’—That is a nice, 
friendly, tactful, agreeable, genial ap- 
proach shot, isn’t it? Evidently some- 
thing is needed here that falls between 
the Sir:of*a dunning tradésman and 
Dear Old Bean. A Frenchman finds 
it at once with his Cher Maitre, which 
is how I addressed Rodin epistolarily. 
It is quite allowable and very -useful 
in England when a modest youth 
wishes to show a becoming respect for 
an Old Josser or Geyser or Bromide, 
or Whatnot. 


» “But there are other dodges. If 
you write to Pinero, do not address 
him as Dear Pin. If you don’t know 
him, say Dear Sir Arthur Pinero. If 
you know him, Dear Sir Arthur, or 
My Dear Sir Arthur (the latter very 
nice from a young man or a distin- 
guished but not intimate old one) will 
help you out. But if you have 


lunched with him, and are over thirty, 


_My Dear Pinero will be quite in order. 


“Il am not now writing 4 book on 
etiquette for you; but TI use this ‘Sir’ 
incident as an example of a certain 
occasional awkwardness in your style 
which will disappear when you get the 
habit of talking to your reader on 
paper as you would talk to him in so- 
ciety when on your best behavior; 
Say,» when he was a guest in your 
house.”’ 


The same letter continues: 


“Beware of cliches and reach-me- 
downs. In the magazine article you 
use the expression ‘a certain amount.’ 
That s% pure reach-me-down and a 
misfit at that; for amount is not the 
same thing as quantity. In ‘Major 
Barbara’ Charles Lomax is fond of 
saying ‘a certain amount of tosh, with 
plenty of comic effect; but just try 
putting such a phrase into the mouth 


_of any of the intellectually competent 


characters! Go over a proof always 
with an eye out for these ready-made 
locutions and unnecessary ‘quites’ and 
‘veries’ and ‘fullies’ and ‘alls’ and ‘al- 
ways’ and ‘singularies’ and other pick- 
ings from the rag-and-bottle stores of 
literature. On the other hand, if a 
phrase does express precisely what 
you need, the more worn it is the bet- 
ter; you cannot be too idiomatic if 
you really mean it.” 


I saw Shaw once or twice during 
the war, for he always seemed keen 
on talking with any one fresh from 
the line. What the occasions of my 
visits were | do not remember, but | 
shall not quickly forget the Shavian 
gems. 

Shaw was then in disgrace again, 
on account of his “common sense 
about the war,” a pamphlet savoring 
far too much of the ‘“‘six of one and 
half a dozen of the other” tone to 
please his countrymen; so I ap- 


_ proached him with: “Well, sir, what 


will you sav when asked what you did 
in the Great War?” 

“I?”’ he replied with a comical 
shrug. “I shall simply say that | did 
my best to stop the bloody thing.”’ 

The same day I happened to -tell 
Shaw of a certain divisional com- 
mander who, prior to a big attack, 
had called his padres together and 
told them he wanted them to preach 
fighting sermons. “I don’t know how 
you do it,’’ he had said, ‘“‘but give rt 
a turn; tell them what a fine thing 
it is to die.”’

G. B. S. asked me, among other 
things, if I knew of any soldier who 
wanted to go back to the front, and 
told me the story, not then the chest- 
nut it afterward became, of the Great 
Personage who, visiting the hospitals 
out there, met one man who answered 
this question in the affirmative: ‘He 
was terribly mutilated,” the Person- 
age explained, “and really | couldn’t 
believe him. So, as we left the ward, 
I turned to the sergeant and asked: 
‘What do you think? Does he really 
want to go back?’ 

“ Well, your highness,’ came the 
answer, ‘he might. Yer see, he thinks 
he knows the bloke what did it.’ ”’ 


From what has been said, it will 
perhaps be assumed that Shaw is the 
most accessible of celebrities—a con- 
clusion quite sound in certain Cases. 
But. lest. half Fleet Street should rush 
to Whitehall Court, or young writers 
regard that address as a literary cor- 
respondence college, let me sound a 
note of warning. And, in doing so, 
perhaps | cannot do better than re- 
peat the conclusion he once drafted 
to an article I had written on him. 
The article referred, among other 
things, to Shaw’s generosity and 
broad humanity and, after giving in- 
stances of these, went on to say: 

“This is the sort of man Shaw is, 
very willing to give pleasure wherever 
eee 

-At which stage Shaw himself took 
up the theme, and continued: 

; “but very careful to keep up 
just the contrary reputation; for his 
entire time, added to that of a gov- 
ernment war department staff, would 
not suffice to deal with his corre- 
spondence; and his door has to be 
guarded like that of No. 10 Downing 
Street against the army of beggars, 
lunatics, fanatics, inventors, company 
promoters and mere lion hunters and 
autograph collectors which knocks 
at it. 

“If he were an accessible man, 
either by letter or visit, he would soon 
be a dead one; and the unanswered 
correspondents and rebuffed callers 
keep up for him the discouraging repu- 
tation that protects him from having 
his career laid waste by his own 
celebrity.

Towanda, Pa., Youth Broug it 10,990 
Miles to Answer Charge—b6 Mont''s 


YEAR ago, through the zeal 

of two ministers and the W. 

C. T. U., a Law and Order 

league was organized in the 

rural county -of Bradford, 
" Pa. For $12 a day and ex- 
penses, an ex-police captain from New 
York state was hired to make. raids 
and arrest violators of the prohibition 
laws. 

In a year he made over 100 raids. 
Today thirty men and women, most 
of them relatively poor, are serving 
sentences in jail that average six 
months. Liquor, wine and moonshine 
were found in their homes. - Quanti- 
ties ran from less than a pint of moon- 
shine to several barrels of wine. — 

Among the first victims was Glen 
W. Atwood, a welder, 25 years old, 
married and the father of two chil- 
A quart fruit jar less than half 
full was found in his flat. He was 
arrested and released on a $1,000 
bond pending trial. 

He jumped his bond, enlisted in the 
army and was sent to Honolulu. The 
bond was forfeited, the holder had 
Atwood traced, notified the army and 
Atwood was sent 10,000 miles to 
Stand trial. 

Although Atwocd denied the crime, 
he pleaded guilty, because he realized 
that he had practicaily no chance of 
acquittal HE HAD NO PREVIOUS 
CRIMINAL RECORD. BAIL JUMP- 
ING IS NOT A CRIME IN THE 
STATE. YET ATWOOD WAS SEN- 
TENCED TO SIX MONTHS IN JAIL 
AND FINED $100. 

He can’t pay, so he must serve an 
addition=1 month behind bars. 

What has happened to justice? 

Below are the facts in Atwood’s 
case.

INCE rare masterpieces began to sell at 

half a million dollars each, some of the 

brainiest crooks in Europe and America 
have turned themselves into art students. 
They have found out exactly what sort of art 
fs at present the most valuable. They have 
taught themselves the correct method of 
slipping a picture from its frame; and how, in 
case of extreme hurry, to cut the frame away 
with the least damage to the picture. They 
have even learned such smal]-details as that 
thin paper must be pasted over a painting— 
and with a special kind of glue—if the canvas 
is to be rolled up without injury. 

No one imagined that Henry C. Ghiggeri—who 
was witty at conversation, nonchalant in man- 
mer and popular with women—would one day 
be called the scholar behind the most scholarly 
art theft ever accomplished in America. To-day 
he awaits trial on an indictment charging him 
with criminally receiving $126,000 worth of art 
objects stolen from the collection of P. Jackson 
Higgs. 

The thieves that forced their way into the 
Higgs gallery had the knowledge of connois- 
seurs. They strolled calmly from floor to floor. 
critically selecting the rarest works of art in 
the place. As they walked about, making their 
choice, they may even have stroked their 
mustaches meditatively—as is the - custom 
among connoisseurs—and arched their eye- 
brows with sudden displeasure or delight. 

Certainly these gentlemen burglars turned 
up their noses at a handsome though inex- 
pensive painting which only a critic could have 
distinguished from a cenuine Rembrandt. But 
the picture next to it they removed from the 
wall—a $250,000 “Madonna and Child” said to 
be by Raphael and resembling the celebrated 
version in the Widener ogllection. They pushed

aside an exquisite though unimportant pair 
of candlesticks to take an engraved cinquecento 
inkstand like one in the Morgan collection. 
From a large variety of sculptures they picked 
only the very finest pieces. 

They knew what to steal! And they had 
planned to steal a great deal; for they had 
gathered intg a central pile everything of value 
in the gailery. Suddenly frightened, each 
grabbed up an armful and fled. Among the 
treasures they grabbed were an early Flemish 
painting, “Adoration of the Christ Child,” by 
Mabuse; two tapestries, one a Gobelin in gold 
and silver thread depicting “Louis XIV at the 
Siege of Lyons’; and a marvelous statue 
attributed to Cellini. This latter piece was 
valued at $100,000. It is believed to be the 
only silver statue which survives from the 
Renaissance of Italy. 

Valuable works of art are widely known. 
They are.so thoroughly well known that, 
possessed by the wrong person, they are as 
incriminating as blood-covered hands. They 
cry out that they are stolen goods. 

What, then, could be done with the stolen 
sreasures Ghiggeri is alleged to have received? 
Nothing but hide them in storage. It was in 
storage that detectives found them. 

They had been splendidly taken care of. 
Moth balls were rolled up in the tapestries. 
The paintings were covered, first with tissue 
paper, then with silk. The bronzes were 
bundled in wool. And wrapped in soft flannel 
was the precious statue wrought by the bold, 
bad, noble goldsmith, Cellini. 

Thieves think that stealing works of art 
ought to prove profitable. The idea has long 
looked attractive to them. It has attracted 
many, fascinated many, lured many forth to 
thefts that were superbly accomplished. Yet

the idea still remains unworkable. It has never 
paid any of them a penny. The brilliant 
burglars have merely committed the supreme 
folly of their lives. 

Recently a New York gang tried a new 
scheme to make art thieving profitable. Unable 
to find either “fences”\or customers for their 
purloined treasures, they hoped to create a 
reward market. They began stealing works of 
art for the big rewards that might be offered. 
Perhaps they were inspired by the Woolworth 
pearls venture—that necklace of wonderfully 
matched .pink pearls which was successfully 
returned, no questions asked, for $50,000 cash. 
In any event, they launched their scheme on a 
grand scale, with half a dozen different rob- 
beries which netted them rarities enough to 
start a museum. 

Then—through the curious, secret channels 
which criminals use—they began to negotiate 
for rewards. They communicated not only 
with the owners but also with the insurance 
companies involved. . Quickly the Police Com- 
missioner cut these hopes short. He announced 
that any one offering a reward for these goods 
would be arrested for compounding a felony. 

What happened next? 

Art stealing in Manhattan stopped almost 
over night. No great art robbery has been 
attempted since. 

Perhaps the cleverest tactics ever attempted 
by art thieves were those employed many years 
ago in the stealing of Gainsborough’'s “Duchess 
of Devonshire,” now owned by Mrs. Herbert L. 
Satterlee, daughter of the late J. P. Morgan. 
A few days before the theft the picture had 
been put up at auction in London and had 
peen bought by Agnew’s for $50,000, the highest 
price, at that time, ever given at an English 
auction for a single painting. Agnew exhibited 
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it at his fashionable shop, and all London 
flocked to see this portrait of the auburne- 
haired beauty, the vainest woman of the 
eighteenth century. 

An American criminal, Adam Worth, thought 
that so valuable a picture could be made to 
serve his own personal needs. Raiding Agnew’s 
at night, he pasted tissue paper over the 
canvas, removed it from its frame, rolled it up 
and escaped with it under his arm. He had 
no notion of selling it. He realized that he 
could never dispose of a painting so famous. 
But he was short of funds, and a pal of his 
was held in prison awaiting $10,000 bail. So 
Worth wrote anonymously that should Agnew 
meet this crony’s bail, the picture would be 
returned. To the criminal, the trick seemed 
certain to succeed. But it did not work. Agnew 
refused to enter into any such arrangements. 

Worth was never caught. He hid the portrait 
in the false bottom ol a trunk that was shipped 
to America and stored in New York, Brooklyn 
and other cities. Twenty-five years later. when 
he was on his deathbed, he returned it to 
Agnew’'s. marvelously intact, through an in- 
lermediary. Mr. Morgan bought it immediately 
for $150,000 To-day it is valued at several
